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A LISILESS CROWD OF DELEGATES 
AT HARRISBURG. 
REMARKABLE APATHY ABOUT THE STATE 

JONVENTION—RANDALL AT WORK ON 

THE PLATFORM—THE CANDIDATES. 

Harrissure, July 31.—No such apathy 
on the eve of a Democratic State Conven- 
tion is remembered as that which exists 
Among the delegates gathered here _ to- 
night. Although three-fourths of the del- 
egates are on the ground and_ the 
city is filled with politicians, there is no ex- 
citement whatever and nothing, except in 
the immediate vicinty of the hotels, to 
indicate that a convention is to be held 
on the morrow. The gathering of Democrats 
ie notable for the limited number of men who 
are recognized as leaders in the party. 
Mr. Randall practically has the field 
to himself. Ex-Senator Wallace is ab- 
sent, and the fact is commented on 
as evidence of his deep disgust with Gov. Pat- 
tison’s administration. Senators E. B. 
Coxe and John G. Hall have also sud- 
denly discovered that business of more im- 


portance than a State Convention of their 
own party demands their presence elsewhere. 
The list of absentees might be extend- 

and would include the names 
of strong Democrats from all _ over 
the State. To the prevailing dissatisfaction 
with the State administration is attributable 
so marked a neglect of this year’s con- 
vention. Col. McClure said to-night $that 
be bad never seen such  extraordi- 
vary listlessness on the part of the 
Democracy. He added, what is coming to be 
peenerars f asa laughable fact, that there is 
more anxiety on > es of representative 
Democrats to keep the ticket than to 
obtain a place on it. William F. Harrity, ex- 
Chairman of the wig ye City Commit- 
tee, and E. A. Bigler, son of the ex-Governor, 
bave each informed their friends that their 
aames must not be used. 

There is no lack of candidates, however, as 
& visit to the hotels clearly demonstrates. b. 
Bryson McCool, of Schuylkill, and T. Mac- 
Reynolds, of bucks, are both willing to 

nominated for Treasurer, ana have opened 
head-quarters and put themselves in commu- 
nication with delegates. Kor the nomination 
of Auditor-General there are four candidates 
on the ground, and ‘all hard at work. 
They are: Capt. George R. Guss, of 
Chester, }J. W. Walker, of Erie: R. McCach- 
ran, of Cumberland, and W. H. Grier, of 
Lancaster. There are other candidates whose 
head-quarters are in the saddle, and who 
ere ready and even anxiously listening for 
a summons to serve their party. There is 
Hugh Mackim, of Philadelphia, a member of 
the Legislature now in _ session here, 
but no Demucratic member of this reform 
Legislature bas made a record that would 
commend him to the voters—a fact which 
teems to be sadly recognized by the 
Democrats themselves. There are other can- 
jidates among the members of the Legisia- 
jure, but it is tacitly conceded that to-morrow’s 
ticket should have no legislative timber about 
it. One of the best informed members of the 
Democratic State Committee believes that no 
man whose name has been mentioned wili be 
aominated. ‘‘Some new man, a bigger gun than 
any of them, will be selected for each 
of the two offices,’ he said. Any opin- 
ion as to who the two candidates will 
:¢ must be purely speculative. It is 
vue enough that there is no slate 
and there are no bosses on the ground. It is 
equally true that there is nobody among the 
leaders who has enough interest in the matter 
to attempt to prepare a slate. 

Mr. Ran is here for no other purpose 
than to scrutinize—in fact, to prepare—the 
platform. That portivn relating to the tariff 
is of vastly greater interest to him 
than the question of nominees. His pres- 
ence is also considered valuable as lending 
weight and dignity tothe event. In return 
for a certificate of character, which he 
will give the convention, he will ex- 
pect some recognition of his claims to 
the Speskership. in the absence of a 
slate, to-morrow’s race is open to all comers. 
lt is conceded that the winners must be pos- 
sessed oft‘ bar’ls’’ of considerable size, for if 
anything is to be done with the Democratic 
ticket this yeara lavish use of money is ab- 
solutely necessary. 

The Democracy will go into the campaign 
handicapped at the very start. Added tothe 
jealousies of the leaders and their dis- 
satisfaction with Gov. Pattison, is 
the record of the Democratic reform 
Legislature. For us-grabbing it has 
acquired an unenviable reputation among 
the independent voters. The tax-payers are 
alresdy grumbling at the heavy ex- 
pense of the special session, something 
like $3,000 a day, and show a lively 
disposition to hold the Democratic Party re- 
sponsible. The passage to-day of the Ju- 
dicial Apportionment bill is pointed at as 
an illustration of what might have been ac- 
complished just as weil during the regular 
session of the Legislature, for it is practi- 
cally the same bill which the emo- 
crats then rejected. This subject of State 
expenses has come to be a tender 
one with Pennsylvania tax-payers and 
they are unwilling to drop it in their consid- 
eration of nominees this Fail. The reconcilia- 
tion between the Republican factions has also 
its disheartening effect on the Democracy, and 
the prevailing sense of depression among the 
representatives of the party here to-night is 
not much to be wondered at. 

Late this evening the friends of ex-Con- 
zressman Joseph Poweil, of Bradford, began 
x boom him for Treasurer.

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THE EARTHQUAKE’S VICTIMS. 


THE DEATH LIST GROWING—MOUNT VESU- 
ViIUs IN ERUPTION. 

NAPLES, July 31.—The search of the ruins 
for bodies of victims of the earthquake on the 
island of Ischia was continued during the 
night. All the bodies recovered are buried 
immediately to prevent miasma. An eye- 
witness describes the scene at the thea- 
tre at Casamicciola when the earthquake 
oceurred as an awful one. The curtain 
had just risen when a tremendous shock was 
felt. A fearful roar followed, and the ground 
rocked like the sea in astorm. A great cry 
of terror arose from the audience, who were 
thrown into a heap.and a large number of 
them were buried beneath the timbers of the 
building which fell upon them. Two more 
shocks occurred, All who could rushed out- 


side of the theatre, and hundreds of persons 
clambered into the trees in the vicinity for, 
safety. Mest of the people, however, escape 
to the shore, where bonfires were lighted as sig- 
nals of distress. Hundreds of half-naked men 
and women, wild with terror and grief, ran to 
and fro among the ruins with torches during 
the night searching for missing friends. 

The burial of {victims of the earthquake were 
continued throughout the day. Two hundred 
and eighty bodies were buried at Casamicciola, 
90 at Lacco, and 29 at Forio. The latest 
estimate places the number of deaths at 
between 4,000 and 5,000. As it would 
be impossible to recover and bury all the 
bodies, Signor Genala, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, has ordered that, in view of the 
horrible exhalations from the decomposing 
remains, the uurecovered corpses be left 
where they are and liquid lime be poured over 
the ruins made by the earthquake. Casamic- 
ciola will thus be converted into a cemetery. 

Among the persons who were on the island 
of Ischia on Saturday night, and who 
have been missing since the earthquake 
occurred, was a Mr. Sommer, an ng- 
lish or American gentleman. He 
resided at the Hotel Manzi. The ontv Ameri- 
can known to have been injured 1s a Miss Van 
Allen, and she is only slightly hurt. 

Mount Vesuvius is in a state of eruption. 
Lava is descending from the crater in the di- 
rection ot the town of Torre del Greco, at the 
south-west foot of the mountain. The inhabit- 
ants are fleeing to places of safety. 

Vienna, July 31.—The Municipality has 
voted in fevor of giving a large sum of money 
toward the relief of the earthquake sufferers 
in Ischia. 

Monza, July 31.—King Humbert, who has 
been sojourning here, bas gone to Casamic- 
ciola. 

Lonvon, Aug. 1.—The Y7imes says the latest 
telegrams received here places the number of 
deaths by the earthquake in Ischia at 5,000, 

Advices from Casamicciola say that a 
number of English and Americans have 
arrived there in search of friends and rela- 
tives who are supposed to have been victims 
of the calamity. An American lady reports 
that her aunt is missing, and it is feared she is 
buried in the ruins, One family was res- 
cued after having been 36 hours entombed. 
Of a Swiss family named Pascal, numbering 
eight, only one daughter survives. She states 
that she heard her father groaning for several 
hours before she herself was rescued. The 
Syndic states that 1,000 persons are dead at 
Lacco, 1,000 at Forio, and 2.500 at Casamicci- 
ola, ‘fhe damage to property is 2,000,000 lire. 
Shocks of earthquake have been felt at Wise- 
baden. 

Fifteen hundred tons of chloride of lime 
were used at Casamicciola during the day 
for deodorizing purposes, but the stench 
in the upper town is still unbearable. 
Water gushed violentiy out of springs 
again to-day. It was almost boiling hot. 
A slight shock was felt on Monday night. 
Two guards were killed. The military pre- 
vent the landing of all persons not provided 
with special passes.

A STRICT QOCARANTINE SYSTEM. 

New-OR.eEans, July 51.—Referring to Dr. 
G. Farrar Patten, who achieved some notoriety 
last week in connection with a Government steam 
launch, Gov. Moknery to-day issued an executive 
order expelling bim from the quarantine station, 
*“*subject to such quarantine isolation, detention, 
and disinfection as may be in accordance with 
the rules and regulations of the Board of 
Health of Louisiana.” The inspector at 
Port Eads reports the arrival of the steamer Capri, 
four days from Vera Cruz, with ene case of fever 
on board. She is anchored one mils outside. Dr. 
Jones immediately telegraphed down. 

“Gov. McEnery will maintain bis proclamation 
by foree, if necessary, if steamer Capri attempts 
to enter the waters of Louisiana. Telegraph 
me immediately in order that proper 
measures may be instituted. Warn all pilots 
and Captains of tow-boats that if they 
aGisobey the proclamation of the Gov 
ernor of Louisiana, the Board of MHeaith 
will take immediate measures for their arrest 
and punishment according to law. They 
are prohibited from piloting or towing 
vessels from ports infected with yellow 

Jever or Asiatic cholera. The Governor of 
Loulsiana will use every means, moral 
and physical, to sustain the provisions of 
bis proclamation for the protection of 
the State of Louisiana and the Mississippi Valley

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REVENGE OF THE FENIANS 


JUBILEE IN IRELAND OVER 
CAREY'S MURDER. 

INFORMER SHOT IN THE 
OF HIS FAMILY — PUBLIC 
THROUGHOUT IRELAND. 

Lonpvon, July 31.—O'Donnell, who shot 
James Carey, the informer, was accompanied 
from England by his wife, who appeared to 
be on intimate terms with the Carey family 
during the voyage. 

Third class ‘berths on the steamer Kinfauns 
Castle were secured on June 80 at the Dublin 
office of Messrs. Donald, Currie & Co., for 
Port Elizabeth, for ‘“‘Mr. Power,” his wife, 
and seven children, which, it is well known, 
was the exact number of James Carey's fam- 
ily. On July 2 O'Donnell! secured passages for 
himself and wife on the same steamer. Messrs. 
Donald, Currie & Co. were not aware until 
yesterdav of the identity of ‘‘ Power,” (James 
Carey.) 

A Caps Town dispatch says that O’Donnell 
only took passage for Cape Town, but learn- 


ing that Carey was a fellow-passenger, he con- 
tinued on the journey with him on the steamer 
Melrose, and shot him when that steamer was 
close to Algoa Bay in the presence of the in- 
former’s family. O’Donnell is calm. He is 
strongly guarded, as rumors are afloat thatan 
attempt to rescue him will be made. A fund 
to be used in defending him is being collected. 

Carey died without speaking after he was 
shot. O’Donnell is an Irish-American. He 
denies that he knew who Carey was previous 
to his arrival at Cape Town. It is reported 
that an infernal machine was found in O’Don- 
nell’s possession. 

The Zimes pronounces the death of Carey a 
public misfortune. it says he had been an in- 
The murder is calculated 
to encourage daring and lawless spirits to com- 
mit acts of violence. The joy caused in Ire- 
land by the informer’s death is proof that 
many elements of danger still exist there. 

It is worthy of note that a rumor prevailed 
in Nationalist circles in London last Sun- 
day night that James Carey had been shot. 
An item stating that he had been killed 
was tendered to a news agency in Lon- 
don at midnight on Sunday, but was 
refused, as no authority was given for the 
statement. It has since been ascertained that 
a telegram had been received at Paris from 
Brindisi, which was forwarded to London on 
Sunday night, reading: ‘‘James Carey bas 
been shot. Thank God!” As the steamer Mel- 
rose, on which Carey was shot, did not reach 
Port Elizabeth until Monday, either this state- 
ment was based on mere surmise or a statement 
which was openly made in certain Nationalist 
circles, to the effect that it haa been prear- 
ranged to kill Carey on the last Sunday in 
July, was true. Unautbenticated rumors are 
current that O’Donnel]l is a relative of Joe 
Brady, one of the Phoenix Park murderers who 
was hanged recently, and that vigilants are 
cognizant of the abode of Peter Carey. 

DusBuin, July 31—A mob of men entered 
some of the houses on Abbey-street to-night 
and seized bedding, furniture, and other arti- 
cles with which to make vonfires in celebra- 
tion of the death of James Carey. Effigies 
of Carey were burned and mock funerals 
were heid in various Irish towns to-night. 
Eight enormous bonfires were built around 
Carey’s late residence. There were also fires 
in other streets throughout the city. Bands 
marched through the streets playing national 
airs, followed by crowds of people, who 
cheered as they marched. A slight collision 
occurred between the crowd and the Police. 
The officials fear that the Fenians will be much 
embolaened by these demonstrations. 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—The Daily News has 
the following special dispatch, dated Cape 
Town, July 31: ‘O'Donnell was exam- 
ined before a Port Elizabeth magistrate to- 
day on the charge of murdering James 
Carey. According to the evidence given, 
Carey and O'Donnell bad been drinking 
in the second class cabin just betore 
the murder. When the steamer was half- 
way between Table Bay and Algoa Bay, 
O’Donnell suddenly shot Carey in the neck 
with a revolver. Carey staggered away and 
O’Donnell followed and shot him twice in 
the back. Carey died in 20 minutes. 
O’Donnell says he was a Californian digger. 
He had lost largely in asilver mine. He was 
unaware of Carey’s identity until he saw it 
stated in a Cape paper who Power was, 
He then determined to kill him. O’Donnell was 
accompanied by a young woman whom he 
calls his neice. He is 6 feetin heighth, has gray 
eyes, and dark hair, is about 45 years of age, 
and is paralyzed in one hand. ‘The supposed 
infernal machine which be brought with him 
is merely an ordinary galvanic battery. Mrs. 
Carey deposed at the examination that after 
the murder she asked O’Donnell * Did you 
shoot my husband?’ and he replied, * Yes; I 
was sent to do it.’ Carey’s identity was 
suspected by the steward and another 
of the crew of the steamer Kinfauns 
Castle, who noticed his likeness—although 
shaven—to portraits of the informer, anda the 
number and names of his children. Ca- 
rey’s demeanor on board the steamer was im- 
prudent. He lived very freely. He provoked 
a row ata Cape Town hotel by his abuse of 
the English, Before quitting England Carey 
provided himself with a revolver for self-de- 
fense. This weapon he persisted in displaying.”

It confirms the establishment of a 
French protectorate, and stipulates that the 
Bey will undertake reforms. France will grant 
Tunis e loan. 

Lonpon, July 31.—Lord Derby, Colonial 
Secretary, replying in the House of Lords this 
afternoon to a question by Lord Pmly, said 
negotiations with Canada in regard to emigra- 
tion were pending, and he hoped they would 
result favorably. 

LIVERPOOL, Ta 31.—Justice Stephen,charg- 
ing the jary in the Assizes Court to-day, re- 
ferred to the case of the conspirators O’Herliby, 
Featherstone, Deasy, Flannigan, and Dalton, 
and said the charge against them of conspir- 
acy to murder would scarcely hold good unless 
it was proved that the prisoners intended to 
commit murder when they attempted to blow 
up buildings. 

Loxpon, Aug. 1.—The Times this morning 
says: ** Weare able to state that official news 
has been received from a Continental capital 
that a most dangerous Nihilist conspiracy has 
been discovered in Russia. A great number 
of people are implicated and many arrests 
have been made.” 

An American named Haine, who was in 
Paris with his wite and a friend, lost his way 
in the streets on Thursdey last. Being lame, he 
became nervous and much distressed. The 
police noticing his agitated condition believed 
him to beinsane and arrested him. He was 
consigned to a mad-house and only recov-ered 
by bis friends on Monday. 

Lenning, the German-American student who 
was recently arrested in Switzerland for kill- 
ing a fellow-student 1n a duel near Wurzburg, 
has been relegsed from custody, the Swiss au- 
thovities holding taat his offense is not extra- 
ditcwle.

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C1VIL SERVICE PROBLEMS.

COMMISSIONS MUST 
UPON. 

31.— Now that 
pointments under the civil service act 
about to be made, some talk 
departments about the failure of the law to 
direct whether appointments should be 
made to the lower grades, or whether they 
can made to fill any 
that may occur, whether in the lower or higher 
grades. Under the old civil service rules, two 
groups of clerks were made and an examina- 
tion required of all applicants to each 
grade. Under this arrangement, persons 
who applied for examination with 


the view of being admitted to the nine-hun- 
dred-dollar class of clerkships, the inferior 
group which was established especially to ac- 
commodate women applying for admission to 
the service, were obliged to undergo another 
examination before they could be admitted to 
the superior group, including clerks receiving 
from $1,200 up. While neither the new civil 
service law nor the rules direct a grouping 
of clerkships, the Civil Service Commissioners 
have indirectly, by providing two sorts of 
examinations—one for applicants for nine 
hundred and one-thousand-dollar positions 
and the other for those at $1,250 and 
upward—recoguized the convenience of 
the grouping proscribed under the old 
civil service rule. The question is now 
being asked whether, if a vacancy should oc 
cur in an eighteen-hundred-doillar position, the 
Secretary of the department in which the va- 
cancy occurs ought to make a requisition upon 
the Civil Service Commissioners for a clerk 
or whether he may promote a sufficient 
number of clerks already employed, to make 
it necessary that the vacancy to be filled shall 
be one of the lowest placed in the division or 
bureau. Again, it is asked, whether, if 
this plan cf promotion is adopted, it 
must apply to persons now holding $900 
positions without requiring such persons to 
undergo competitive examination before pass- 
ing from the lower to the higher group. 
The friends of civil service reform 
here who have talked about the matter 
say that in order to _— test the 
vaiue of the examinations made by the Com- 
missioners, the requisitions of department offi- 
cers should be made for clerks as soou 
eas vacancies occur, and that some per- 
son who has passed an examination 
be immediately appointed to the va- 
cant place, As for the _ proposition 
to promote $900 clerks—they are principally 
women, copyists, and counters, who se- 
cured employment without careful exam- 
ination to ascertain their qualifications—with- 
out requiring them to undergo a new ex- 
amination to test their business capacity, 
that would be regarded as not only an evasion 
of the spirit of the civil service law, but a 
serious injury to the service. ‘The female cler- 
ical force cannot be said te be made up on 
business principles. It is asserted by those 
who are in a .position to know that 
a large proportion of them secured their places 
because their husbands or sons or fathers 
left them in destitute or difficult circum- 
stances and that they have been pro- 
vided with places because it was_be- 
lieved that they had some sort of claim 
upon the Government to support them. In 
many instances women have been employed 
who could scarcely write their names 
legibly, who know nothing about fig- 
ures, and who have manifested little or 
no capacity for improvement. Yet rule 
19 of the civil service regulations 
says that ‘“ promotions may be made without 
examination in offices in which examina- 
tions for promotion are not now held 
until rules on the subject shall be pro- 
mulgated.” This permits the ‘‘ pass’ exami- 
nation in vogue in the departments to be 
continued, and opens the way for the 
promotion, if the heads of departments desire 
it, of persons in the nine-hundred-dollar posi- 
tions to the twelve-hundred-doilar places, 
and even to higher ones if there ap- 

ars to be any urgent reason, personal or po- 
Fitical, why such promotions should be made, 
There can be no good business reason for pro- 
ceeding in this way, but until the Civil Service 
Commissioners promulgate a rule to govern 
or restrain promotions, it is feared that ad- 
vantage will be taken of the incompleteness 
of the rule to do injury to the service.

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SENOR BARCA’S SUICIDE, 

WASHINGTON, July 31—It seems to be the 
general belief here that Sefior Barca, the 
Spanish Minister, became deranged because the 
Government he represented refused his appli- 
cation for an extended leave of absence, which 
heis understood to have regarded as humiliat- 
ing. Tken the thought of being separated from 


his family was observed greatly to distress him. 
The Critic to-night prints the following, of 
which it should be said that none of Sefor 
Barca’s acquaintances believe it: 

* There is a rumor to-day which, if true, ao- 
counts for Sefior Don Francisco Barca’s com- 
mitting suicide. Itis to the effect that the Spanish 
Government had sentto him a sum of money to 
be used in the settlement of what is known 
as the Spanish-American claims and that he had 
unfortunately jost it in Wail-street. Just how 
much truth there js in the rumor is not known, and 
those who are in a position to know here are very 
reticent on the subject. Suffice it to say that it is 
pretty well settled that he lost beavily in Wali- 
street, whether of his own funds or somebody 
else’s is not Known, and that he killed himseif be- 
canse of these losses."’ 


The widow, daughter, and a few intimate 
friends of the late Sefior Francisco Barca, the 
Spanish Minister, who died by his own band in the 
Albemarle Hote! last Sunday morning, auietly at- 
tended the body of the dead man to a temporary 
place of interment yesterday afternoon. The sad 
little funeral party assembled in one of the apart 
ments of the Albemarle just before 4 o’cloek. It 
was the wish of the widow that there should be 
po ostentatious ceremony, she having gratefully 
declined an offer made by Gen. Hancock of a wili- 
tary escort to the cemetery. The casket contain 
ing the late Sefior Barca’s body, which had been 
carefully embalmed, was taken to the receiving 
yault of the Marble Cemetery, in Second-street, 
where it remained overnight. To-day it will be 
taken on hoard the steam-snip Normandie, which 
js to sail this afternoon for Havre. Mrs. and Miss 
Barca will be passengers on the same steam-ship, 
having engaged their passage some time ago. 
They will go first to Paris. and from there to Mad- 
rid, where the body of the late Spanish Minister 
will be interred with ceremonies appropriate tuo 
his distinguished rank.

F ri O USES Ss Us P H ND . 

THEIR TROUBLES CAUSED BY THEIR INTI- 
MATE RELATIONS WITH COPELAND & CO. 
AND SHAW & BROTHERS. 

Boston, July 31.—Further suspensions oc- 
curred in the shoe and leather trade to-day, asa 
eonsequenee of yesterday's failures, but there was 
no panic in the trade, and it is believed that the 
effect of the original break will be lim- 
ited substantially to the concerns with which 
Shaw & Brothers were most intimately 
conneoted. So far as now appears, the suspen- 
sions are limited tothe two houses which failed 
yesterday and Macomber & Greenwood, John F. 
Milla, William E. Plummer, the United States 
Patents Company, and Charles H. Warde. The 
amount invoived in the case of Shaw & Brothers js 
now estimated at $3,500,009, their assets being 
very large, and, although not immediately availa- 
ble, capable of reslizing under judicious manage- 
ment sometiing approximating to dollar for dollar. 
The liabilities of Copeland & Co. are still put at 
$750,000, with assets said to be large, but no esti- 
mate deemed reliable as to the amount ean be 
given. 

Macomber & Greenwood have been wholesale 
dealers in boots and shoes at No. 123 Summer- 
street, and are a new firm organized last Janu- 
ary. The firm formerly was Wallace & Macom- 


ber. Mr. Wallace withdrew his name from the 
business title and took a responsible position in 
the house of Shaw & Brothers. He contrib- 
uted, however, $5,000 to the capital of 
the firm of Maeomber & Greenwood, as 
special partner, and each of the active partners 
furnished $10,000. The firm ran two factories, one 
at Meaway and one at Medford. They are report- 
ed to bave done a business of about $200,000 a 
year and to be now involved to tbe amount of from 
$100,000 to $150,000. No estimate of their assets is 
available, but they are supposed to: onsist in part 
of the promissory notes of Shaw & Brothers. The 
gossip of the street is that the business proper of 
the firm has been prudently and profitably con- 
ducted, and will show a bandsome margin on the 
right side. No authoritive statement is made by the 
firm, however, and neither their assets nor liabili- 
ties could be obtained by astatement at first band. 

John T. Mills is a tanner and leather-dealer, and 
has had aplace of business at No. 268 Purchase- 
street. He bas been reputed to be worth from 
$560,000 to $75,000 and holds a one-third interest in 
atannery in New-York State which bas been run 
by the Shaws. 

The United States Patents Company has been 
doing business at No. 112 Milk-street. Its nominal 
capital is $500,000, but It is understood to be larzely 
represented by the appraised value of the patents 
which it holds. It has manufactared bark ma- 
chines, boilers, fieshing machines, &c,at Salem, 
Mass., and occupied the building formerly used 
by the Atlantic Car-works. It employed about 40 
hands. Fayette Shaw is President of*the corpora- 
tion and William E. Plummer Treasurer. 

William E. Plummer, besides holding this busi- 
ness relation with the Shaws, had a one-third inter- 
est in two of their New-York tanneries. He bas 
been reputed to be worth $30,000 or $40,000, 

Charles H. Warde is a manufacturerof bootsand 
shoes at Brockton and at Farmington, N. H., with 
head-quarters at No. 35 High-street, this city. The 
definite fact stated is that he permitted an 
acceptance of about $400 to go to protest 
in one of the Boston banks to-day. While 
his mercantile relations with Shaw & Broth- 
ers were intimate, it is believed that his 
suspension will be oniy temporary. It was under- 
stood that he was doing a profitable business to 
the amount of $1.250,000 per annum, and that he 
has a surplus of from $150,000 to $200,000. He is 
considered to be one of the shrewdest and best 
manufacturers in hia line of trade. His reported 
liability is $250,000. 

The suspension of Copeland & Co. is now declared 
to have been due tothe Shaw Brothers, andthe 
statement that the latter had carried the former for 
some time is declared to be incorrect. Mr. Cope- 
land says his firm now holds Shaw & Brothers’ 
notes to the amount of over $400,000, which his 
firm advanced them for merchandise to be de- 
livered when called for, Copeland & Co. now hold: 
ing Shaw & Brothers’ receipts for the amount 
mentioned. Up to last Wednesday Shaw & 
Brothers responded to the demands of 
Copeland & Co. for merchandise as they 
were made, but the demands made on 
that day were not responded to. From that time 
until Saturday hopes were indulged in that Shaw 
& Brothers’ affairs were in such shape that failure 
could be avoided. But matters grew worse until 
Saturday, when Copeland & Co. dime to the oon- 
clusion that the best thing they could do was 
to stop payment and consult with their creditors. 
As soon as a statement showing the statas of 
affairs is prepared a meeting of the creditors will 
be called. What tbe firm will ultimately be able 
to pay will depend in no small degree upon what 
shall be realized from the claims against Shaw & 
Brothers. 

Information from various source’ satisfactorily 
indicates that no Boston banks hold any large 
amount of tiie failed paper, and that no embar- 
rassment among those institutions will result. The 
Shaw & Copeland notes and indorsements appear 
to be distributed over a wide territory, and 
banks in Maine, New-Hampshire, New-York, 
Canada, and some of the country banks 
of Massachusetts come in to _  share_ the 
burden with the Boston banks, by which, 
considering their resources, it will be more lightly 
felt than by some of the others. Reticence is 
naturally manifested in regard to details, and it is 
unlikely that any reliable figures will be obtained 
concerning the amounts of indebtedness to banks 
untilthe time arrives for proving claims before 
the Assignee. 

The property of Macomber & Greenwood, John 
F. Mills. William E. Piummer, and the United 
States Patent Company, including all buildings, 
machinery, stock in store, patent rmghts, &c., was 
assigned to-day for the benefit of their creditors to 
Ferdinand A. Wyman, to whom the property of 
Shaw & Brothers is covered. The assignments 
were severally made, and each specifically pro- 
vides that the conveyance is for all creditors of 
each, respectively, without priority or preference. 


BanoGor, Me., July 31.—F. Shaw & Broth- 
ers owe about $230,000 here. Itis claimed by the 
legal fraternity that the assignment of the 
bulk of their property in Maine does not 
affect the creditors in this State. It is 
also claimed that such an assignment is inupera- 
tive. Attachments to the amount of $50,000 have 
been plaved on the Maine property by Bangor firms. 


THE EFFECT ELSEWHERE. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—It is not thought 
by leather and hide merchants here that the recent 
Boston failures will affect Philadelphia trade. One 
reason given for this is that, while Boston deals 
with hemloek tanned leather, the business of 
this city is principally in oak, and a similar 
difference exists as to the kind of work furnished 
to commerce, Boston supplying a heavy trade in 
brogans, and Philadelphia dealing priucipally in 
fine goods, for more fashionable trade. On the 
contrary, there is some idea that the Boston 
failures will perhaps prove beneficial to the 
trade at large, by imposing a check upon specula- 
tion in hides, which had been affecting prices both 
here and elsewhere, the usual ereation of corners 
baving the tendency to enrich a few at the ex- 
pense of the trade in general. 

MONTREAL, July 31.—The failure of the 
great leather firm of F. Shaw & Brothers, of Bos- 
ton, created considerable excitement here this 
morning on account of amemberof a wealthy 
house here of the same name and business being a 
partner in the Boston firm. On inquiry it was as- 
eertained beyond all doubt that the failure will 
not affect the Montreal house in any way.

HOW BALTIMORE FIRE COMMISSIONERS HAVE 
SPENT MONEY. 

BALTIMORE, July 31.—The Grand Jury of 
this city to-day bezan the investigation of charges 
by Fire Marshal J. Monroe Heiskell against J. 
Frank Morrison and Mr. Register, wno were for- 
merly Fire Commissioners of this city. The Com- 
missioners were put out of office by the efforts 
of Mayor Whyte, who secured the abolition of 
the board, and then appointed his private secre- 
tary, Heiskell, as Fire Marshal. Heiskell has 
pow set up as acandidate for Mayor, and as the 
Mayor has no chance for re-election he is baeking 
his friend Heiskell for the place. Morrison and 
Register are auti-Whyte men, and the prose- 
cution is in part a polit/eal one. At the 


same time it promises to produce some in- 
teresting developments of the way in which 
tax-payers in Baltimore are swindled under Demo- 
cratic rule. Morrison is Warden of the city jail. 
Before the Grand Jury to-day Heiskell testified that 
soon after he had entered on his duties he dis- 
covered certain irrecularities in the Fire Board ae- 
counts. He ascertained that 8,000 feet of hose 
had just been purchased by the retiring board, 
while Chief Engineer Hennick had made requisi- 
tion for 4,500 feet. The hose was purchased from 
the Fabric Hose Company, of Warwick, N. Y,, and 
Towner, Landstreet & Co., agents in this city, 
delivered it. The retiring board paid $1 35 
per foot, with couplings, and he bad since pur- 
chased the same hose from Janney & Congdon 
for $1. The bili for hose was dated Jan. 
9, and he became Fire Marshal Feb. 19. The total 
was $10,800. The requisition of Charles J. Mc- 
Aleese, Suptrintendent of the Police and Fire 
Alarm Telegraph, had also been increased, accord- 
ing to the witness. He called for 1,800 zincs and 
was furnished 2,800; 500 coppers, and 600 were fur- 
nished; 100 four-wire cross-arms, and 200 had been 
supplied.

AFFAIRS OF THE TOLEDO, CiNCIN- 
NATI AND ST. LOUIS. 
APPLICATION MADE FOR THE APPOINTMEN? 
OF A RECEIVER—CINCINNATI NORTHERN 

INTERESTS. 

CuicaGo, July 31.—Appiication was made 
in the United States Circult Court to-day for leave 
to file a petition for a Receiver for the Toledo, Cin. 
cinnati and St. Louis Railroad. The applicatioz 
was made by Granville D. Brannan, one of the 
heavy bondholders, who alleges that the road 1 
so jovolved financially that it must stop business, 
unless a Receiver is appointed. The road rung 
from Toledo to St. Louis, with branches te 
Cincinnati and the coal-fields of Indiana and [Ili- 
nois, making a total of 830 miles operated. The 
statement in the bill shows a bonded debt of $22,- 
000,000, unpaid vouchers to the amount of $400,000, 
$2,000,000 indebtedness for which the equip- 


‘ is pledged, besides a floating debt of 
$964,000; that a large amount of right of 
way will be lost unless the purchase money 
is soon paid, and that 500 miles of the line is mort- 
gaged and the creditors threaten to foreclose. Mr. 
Branvan also alleges that the creditors wil! realize 
nothing unless a Receiver is appointed at once. Mr. 
Dwight, the Manager of the road, acknowledged 
that all the property owned by the company and 
subsect to execution had been levied upon. ‘The 
court reserved its decision until to-morrow morn- 
ing. but intimated that it would grant the applica- 
ion. 


CiNCINNATI, July 31.—The holders of the 
securities and stock of the Cincinnati Northern, 
which was recently absorbed by the Toledo, Cin- 
cipnati and St. Louis, are trying to comfort them- 
selves with the idea that if the system is thrown 
into the hands of Receivers, as it is reported it 
will be, the prospects of the Northern will be im- 
proved rather than otherwise. It is taken for 
granted that one of the two Receivers proposed 
will be for the Cincinuati Northern. Vice- 
President Netter, President E. B. Phillips, 
General Counsel Thomas, of Dayton, and Elijah 
F. Smith, of Indiana, have all been suggested as 
likely to be considered in connection with the ap- 
pointment. It is agreed that if a Receiver is ap 
pointed the entire income of the road can be ap- 
plied to the increasing of the equipment and _ 
fecting of the roadway, and the business of the 
line will be correspondingly increased. The dis- 
position of the Northern is of importance to Cin- 
cinnati for the reason that it is likely by the exten- 
sion of its tracks as an elevated road to Fifth and 
Broadway to solve the problem of rapid transit to 
the suburbs.

7. ELEGRAPH SERVICE GROWING 
WORSEHK AND WORSE. 

A STORY WITH TWO LAKGE SIDES—TRYING 
TO CREATE PUBLIC FEELING AGAINST 
THE WORKMEN. 

Although the placards reading “* Messages 
taken subject to delay or mailing en route, if ne- 
cessary,” have vot been again hung up in the office 
of the Western Union Company in this City, they 
would tell the story of the actual condition of 
affairs it they were replaced. The officers of the 
company who are detailec to give alleged informa- 
tion to representatives of the press continue to re- 
cite their pleasant little fiction about the strike be- 
ing atanend so far as the Western Union Com- 
pany is concerned. They also assert, with won- 
ferfal uninimity, that there is no delay in the 
transmission of business, that business is being 
well handled, that the wites are all clear, 
and that all troubles are at an_ end. 
They forget to instruct their receiving clerks 
to tellthe same story to patrons of the company, 
who ate informed on inquirv that there is no cer- 
tainty of immediate transmission of their mes- 
sages to any point, the excuses given being that 
wires are being tampered with, that electrical dis- 
turbances are disarranging the wires, and that 
“natural causes” have interfered with the wires 
all over the country, and that consequently “ there 
may besome little delay.” In point of fact the de- 
lay has ranged from one to five hours to all impor- 
tant points throughout the country in business 
from this City. The press service has been con- 
stantly arowing woree during the past three days. 
Dispatches come siowly, in the most slovenly man- 
ner, and no reliance can be placed upon their ac- 
ouracy, owing to the wretched service in both 
transmission and reeeption. On Sunday evening 
a dispatch sent from this City toa Boston news- 


paper which was filed at the office in this City at 10 
o'clock reached Boston at 2A.M. Another dis- 
toh filed at 10:30 on Monday evening reached 
ton at 2:05A.M. This delay was in spite of 
the fact that newspaper specials are and 
have been given preference in _transmis- 
sion. In consequence of this delay the New-York 
co ondent was instructed to send no more 
specials by the Western Union wires, as the Boston 
office was unable to handle business sent_th:re. 
The dispateh giving that order was filed at Boston 
at 2P. M. yesterday, and reached this city four 
hours later, orat6 P.M. Mr. John Campbell filed 
a dispatch here yesterday afternoon, and it reaehed 
its destination in the Boston main office in 2 hours 
and 2minutes. But 93 dispatches had been sent 
from. Boston to this city at 8:300n Monday evening. 
The number ordinarily received at that hour is be- 
tween 2,000 and 8,000. Yet Mr. Somerville informed 
the reporters yesterday that a dispateh ** just re- 
eeived” from the Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division stated that business was being handled as 
usual and that he bas plenty of men to do the busi- 
ness. He acknowledged tha! there was ‘‘some de- 
lay” in that district on Monday night, and gave the 
following explanation, which is worthy of Jules 
Verne or some other equally imaginative writer of 
fiction: ** You know of that earthquake in Ischia,” 
he said. *‘ Well; such disturbances are always fol- 
lowed by electrical phenomena, and an aurora 
borealis troubled the wires up in the Eastern 
States. I expect we shail feel the effects of that 
elecirical atorm in this City and its vicinity to-day."’ 
And thus Ischia was brought to the aid of the 
crippled company. After referring to the glorious 
condition of affairs in the main office in this City, 
Manager A. 8. Brown, of the Mutual Union Vom- 
pany. said, referring toa party of striking opera- 
tors who were on the sidewalk in front of the 
building, **Of course we should be giad to get 
some of these men back, for they include some 
splendid operators, but the strike is over so far 
as this company is concerned, and if the 
want to come back to work they will 
have to come to usand apply individually. The 
strikers at St. John, New-Brunswick, have come 
back in a body, and J have just reeeived informa 
tion from Boston that the operators there have re~ 
turned in a body, and Mr. Dealy informes me the 
Teport is authentic. Tue Tres had better change 
the tone of its editorial comments, and get in out 
of the wet now that the backbone of the strike is 
broken.” Incidentally it may be mentioned that 
the Boston operators did not return to work as 
stated, and Mr. Campbell's advices from that city 
are that the men are as solid there as when they 
went out. 

The bulletin of the condition of affairs in the 
Western Union operating-room at No. 195 Broad- 
way, as ed to the Executive Committee's 
head-quarters at the Manhattan Hotel, stated the 
condfion of affairs at 5 o’clock eae wy! afternoon 
to be as follows: “Boston business 5 hours late; 
all Eastern business badly delayed; messages for 
Vermont seriously so, some having been on the 
hooks 534 hours: Hartford, Conn., 4 hours delay, and 
Night Manager Sink working the wire to that city 

of the afternoon. Munager Dealy worked 

0. 62 east during the day, Assistant Superintend- 
ent Merriheid and Manager A. 8. Brown, of the 
Mutual Union, worked various wires. Mr. Bren- 
nan worked the Springfield wire, where business 
was three hours late, until he was relieved by ex- 
Manager Downer at 5 o'clock. Syracuse, Roches- 
ter, and Albany business between three and four 
hours behind. All Southern and Western business 
badly behind. Things in the operating-room are 
very badly mixed. Every one tired, disheartened, 
and disgusted.” 

Mr. Somerville reported last evening that nine 
Eastern wires went down and fouled the company 
early in the evening. He also announced that the 
money-order business between the large cities 
would be resumed to-day. Hejaleo reported that 
seven operators had left the brotherhood in Boston 
and returned to work yesterday. Mr. Campbell 
denies this on the strength of an official dispateh 
from nm, anW also denies the truth of the re- 
ported defection in 8t. John, New-Brunswick. 

Two of the members of the brotherhood who re- 
turned to work on Monday were at the meeting of 
the b erbood in Clarendon Hali yesterday. 
The impression prevailed that they both went 
back to work at the command of their organiza- 
tion to fad out thé condition of affairs. One of 
a oe this story to a Times reporter: “I 
worked four hours on the Buffalo ‘quad.’ Every 
message I sent was stamped ‘Taken subject to 
delay,’ and business was very much behind on this 
and every other wire in the office. The reports 

ven out that the wires are clear, or anything 
ike clear, are absolutely false. The hooks were 
crowded, and piles of messages lay on the tables. 
The operating-room seemed, but for the presence 
of the managers and chiefs at the tables, to be 
transiormed into the Cooper Institute Telegraphic 
Coliege. The operators are of more injury than 
use to the company because of their lack of both 
ability and experience. There were at the outside 
but 25 good operators inthe room. The man! was 
sending to in Buffalo coulu hardly receive a mes- 
sage, and was no good at all. I couldn't work 
in aroom with such a crowd of‘ plugs,’ and sol 
left them after working four hours. The Western 
Union Company is, I honestly believe, worse off to- 
day than it has been at any time since the strike. 
Thisisip part due to the faet that the public is 
rushing business upon the company which it is ut- 
terly impossible for them to handle.” 

Business at the Exchanges still continues to be 
very poorly done. A prominent member of the 
Produce Exchange said yesterday that the service 
has not been improved in the least since the strike 
began. “Before the strike,” he said, “I could 
send a message and get an answer in five minutes. 
Now it takes an bour and a half for an ordinary 
business message to be sent and an answer re- 
ceived; and when the answer does come it is in 
such bad shape and often so inaccurate that I 
don’t dare to transact any business on the strength 
of it. Theservice is abominable and we ought to 
have some remedy at once.” He voiced the senti- 
ment of every member of the Exchange. 

Considerabie stress has been laid by officers of 
the company upon the fact that branch offices of 
the company have been opened for the reception 
of business. This is cited as an indication that 
they have plenty of operators. The offices are 
open, business is taken, and from most of them is 
transmitted by messenger to the nearest office 
from which business can be sent. One of the 
strikers explained the situation in this way: Be- 
fore the strike the company would discharge a 
check-boy or messenger for touchi an instru- 
ment. Now they discharge him if he doesn’t 
sit at an instrument and rattle the key when a pos- 
sible customer or a reporter is around. Consider- 
able stir was made shortly after midnight on Mon- 
day night by Superintendent of Construction Do- 
ran, Who reported to ihe police that an attempt 
was to be made by the strikers to cut the cables fa 
the North River. A tug was employed, and the 
river was patroled until daylight, several police- 
men in citizens’ clothes being on board. No de- 
stroyers of cables were found, nor was any at- 
tempt made to cut them, ‘‘be members of the 
brotherhood assert that the whole affair was a 
scheme to deceive the pablic and enlist sympathy 
for the company by creating the impression that 
the linemen are resorting to illegal measures to 
assist them in obtaining concessions from the com- 
pany. Master Workman John Mitchell said: ‘We are 
not driven to the necessity of resorting to any such 
measures to attain our ends, for the company ts 
helpless without the linemen, and they know as 
we do that the wires will get out of order from 
natural causes uhless properly instructed men are 
at work at them constantly. If the brotherhood 
can ebtain information that any lineman or oper- 
ator or any other person cuts or tampers with tLe 

wires, or in any way interferes with or injures any 
of the instruments or property of the companies 
whose men are now on strike, they will be vrose- 
cuted by the brotherhood independently of what 
the companies may do. Ihave notified the com- 
pany that if they will inform me of any cutting of 
wires, I will order our linemen to at once repair 
and put them in perfect order. We have got the 


company, we will beat it, and we will do nothing 


illegal or illegitimate in foreing them to come to our 
terms.” Mr. Somerville reports that 25 wires cross- 
ing the Hackensack meadows between this Clty 
and Newark were rendered useless by being con- 
nected witha fine wire which completely cut off 
service until the trouble was found andthe wire 
removed. He also reports that 13 wires between 
thie City and Wil'iam’s bridge, and 12 between the 
latter pee and Scarsdale have been cut. He also 
says all the wires on the Fort Wayne Railroad were 
cut at Englewood, near Chicago, on Monday night, 
and that for atime all communication with Chi- 
cago was cut off. Referring to the rumors about 
the cutting of wires, Mr. John Campbei! said that 
he could prove in court to the satisfaction of any 
one that an emissary of the Western Union Com- 
pany offered to pay two of the striking linemen a 
good round sim of money each if they would cut 
or tamper with some of the company's wires. The

It was 
announced that vouchers for the strikers were 
ready early in the day, but a narty of five who vis- 
ited Assistant Manager Merrihew late in the after- 
noon were informed.that they were not ready for 
distribution, and the party left without receiving 
their money. The brotherhood will pay its mem- 
bers at Clarendon Hall this afternoon, Over 300 
of the men and nearly all the ladies who do 
not have others depending upon them for support 
have informed their committee that they will 
dtaw no money to-day. The brotherhood have 

ienty of funds on hand to supply all who ask for 
t, and are constantly in — of money. The 
Bricklayers’ Union contributed $200 in cash, and 
will give the telegraphers $100 a week during the 
continuance of the strike. The horse-shvuers con- 
tributed $100 to the fund yesterday. and every 
labor organization in the City and country offers 
financial assistance if itis meeded. Ata meeting 
of the printers employed by the Hera/d held yes- 
terday afternoon it was voted that each man de- 
siring todo so should eontribute a specified sum 
weekly independentiy of any aid contributed 
by Typographical Union No. 6. A commit- 
tee of five was also appvinted to visit 
other printing-offices and secure similar con- 
certed action in ald of the strikers. Members 
of the brotherhood are making a canvass of 
the City and meeting with good success. They find, 
also, that some unprincipled wretches are solicit- 
ing subscriptions for the strikers and then aporo- 
priating the money. Allauthorized solicitors have 
a book containing the official seal of the brother- 
hood, Any solicitor without such a book is a 
fraud, and should be turned over to the police, 

Arrangements have been aa or a Sum- 
mer-night's festival in aid of the strikers at the 
Madison-Square Garden on Wednesday evening of 
next week. Music will be furnished by an orches- 
tra of 100 pieces under the direction of Prof. 
Loesch. All have contributed their services. 

“T never was #0 confident of the suecess of the 
strike as | am to-day,” said Master Workman John 
Mitchell. “Our men are remaining solid all over 
the country. There have been no desertions or 
breake of any importence anywhere in the coun- 
try, and the Western Union is crippled beyond our 
fondest hopes. They will certainly givé in and 
very shortly, too, I firmly believe, because business 
has got to be done. That aggregation of compa- 
nies is the only eee, that can do it, and they 
can't do it without our help.

Tue Times’s correspondent visited the head- 
quarters of the strikers this evening, finding them 
more vonfident of ultimate victory than at any 
time since they stopped work. They say reports 
from all points ate encouraging. At St. Louis the 
ranks remain unbroken, and there are 804 teleg- 
raphers out, including 78 linemen. The report 
says: “We will stay out umtil the millennium jf 
necessary."" The Indianapolis men are eating four 
‘square meals’ a day, and have no fears for 
the future. Twenty-four new members have been 
initiated during the past week, and the Western 
Union officers are feeling blue. Superintendent 
Wallack informed a prominent business man that 
unless the boys * caved" soon the company wou'ld 
have to give in. Minneapolis maintains a solid 
front, and the men say they will live on soup at 5 
cents a bowl rather than give in. 

The clause ‘Subject to delay” is’still operative 
here. A gentleman who sent atelegram to New- 
York at 7:40 o’clock last evening received no an- 
swer until long after midnight. The hooks may 
be clear, but in view of the delay it isn't elear to 
the public that the company {fs gaining ground. 
The “ hams” are comingin by the dozen from the 
surrounding country, but very few star operators 
are to be found outsideof the brotherhood, and 
those are being overworked. So far as the 
Chicago situation is concerned the chief 
operators alone are preventing the col- 
lapse of the company. Many of them 
will not consent to work as hard during the month 
of August as they have done since July 19. Others 
will be physicaily unable to much longer withstand 
the strain of the last 12 days. From ali the evi- 
dence obtainable, Tuz Times's correspondent feels 
warranted in saying that the strikers are morally 
and me stronger to-night than ever be- 
fore. They will probably play their trump card 
this week. To-morrow is pay-day and it may bring 
some interesting developments.

TROE CONDITION AT RICHMOND. 

RICHMOND, Va., July 31.—An Associated 
Press report in the Dispatch this morning states 
that one striker returned to work in Richmond, 
and two who applied for work were not needed 
here and were sent to Washington. This is untrue. 
There is not a single break in the brotherbood 
ranks here. The two applicants referred to wrote 
notes to the Western Union Superintendent as a 
test, asking what offer the company could make 
them in Washineton. The Superintendent replied, 
offering them $100 per month, but they were told 
by a non-member at the Western Union office that 
they could get what they wanted if they were in 
earnest. The so-called applicants replied that they 
would not work for $100 per day. The strikers 
here will not suffer pecuniarily, but have all the aid 
necessary and will patiently * wait till the clouds 
roll by.”” If the Associated Press reports from 
other points are no more reliable than their reports 
from Riehmond, the strikers will come out victor- 
ious without adoubt. A prominent broker here 
telegraphed his correspondent in Chicago to-day 
as follows: 


“Send all your replies by Southern Telegraph Com.- 
pany. Three hours ahead of Western Union.” 


There seems to be no improvement with Western 
Union here. ‘the force is composed of about half 
a dozen inexperienced railroad ** bams.”

The balance 
of the appropriation remaining on hand ($3,366) he 
reports too small to continue the work ou Sheeps- 
head Reef. He says: “1 am informed that the 
work which has been done thus far has improved 
the navigation and gives general satisfaction to 
the community, and has been the means of a re- 
duction in the rates of freight. The inhabitants 
desire the entire removal of Sheepshead Reef 
as further facilitating the business of New-Rochelle 
and reudering it less difficult to charter vessels for 
freight to and from this place.”

Mr. John Woodman, of the firm of Woodman & 
Warner.of Chicago. was then examined by Mr. Cole- 
man. He had been in the business of constructing 
steam and heating apparatus for nearly 30 years. 
He was familiar with the heating apparatus in the 
Chicago Custom-house as oonstructed by Bartlett, 
Robbins & Co. In company with Mr. King, of Chi- 
cago, he had made a careful examination of the 
apparatus on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday of 
last week, and had made a special examina- 
tion of the boilers and cast-iron  ooils on 
the third floor. He read the specifications 
of Bartlett, Robbins & Co. relative to the charac- 


ter and make of the boilers. They required that 
the boilers should have 97 three-inch tubes. When 
he exam.ned them he found that the bollers enly 
had 92tubes. This caused areduction in the heat- 
ing capacity of the boilers. It made a difference 
in the cost of making the bollers and the labor of 
setting them. He could not teil the amount with- 
out makingacaiculation. The specifieations were 
also departed from in the matter of bolts and nuts 
for cast-iron pipes, which numbered over 38,000. 
Square bolts were used, while the specilications 
culled for hexagon bolts. The difference was 10 
per cent. in the value of the boits. The witness 
also said he found a difference in the length and 
dimensions of the cast-iron coils from what were 
required. The coils on the third floor were six 
inches less than required. 

Mr. Coleman asked the witness if he conld tell 
from his examination if the heating apparatus was 
sufficient. 

Mr. Woodman sald he did not think the heating 
apparatus sufficient to keep the building at 70° 
Fahrenheit, with the cold-air ventilators open, as 
originally designated. He estimated that there 
was a difference of about 20 per cent. in the cost 
of the work as put in and as called for in the speci- 
fications. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Woodman admitted 
that he had bid for the heating apparatus for the 
Chicago buiiding and did not get the contract. 
His bid was about $65,000 more than that of the 
lowest bidders, Bartiett, Robbins & Co. He said 
he came to Washington in response to a tel- 
egram from the Treasury Department, and then 
only on condition that his expenses be paid and 
that he be furnished with a copy of the plans for 
the heating apparatus before he left Chicago, so 
that he might examine the building. A change in 
the building might require a variation from the 
specifications concerning heating apparatus. In 
reply to a uestion by Mr. Totten, the 
witness said a tube wasa piece of iron with a hole 
through it, which answer provoked a laugh at the 
expeuse of Mr. Totten. The witness said that 
there were two plugs in each of the boilers, but he 
could not say whether or not they closed up tubes. 
The pipes in the coils being thinner than called for 
militated against the contractor, ae a thin pipe 
costs more than® ens. 

Mr. A. B. King, of Chicago, employed by the 
North-western Railroad Company, was the next 
witness. In 1879 he was master mechanic in the 
Chicago CustoM-bouse; is a carpenter by trade. 
He and Mr. Woodman éXamined the heating ap- 
paratus in the Chicago building on Tharsday, 
Friday, and Saturday last; Mr. Woodman’s state- 
ment in regard to the result of the examination 
was correct; examined the specificetions in regard 
to the number of tubes in the boilers; the speeifi- 
cations called for 97 tubes; there are only 92 tubes 
in the boilers; examined the coils; they were six 
inches short; examined the reservoir tanks in the 
attic; the iron was not as thick as called for in the 
specifications; a square tank was supplied in piace 
of an angie tank as called for; worked in building 
a few days when the apparatus was put in, 
and has been employed there since; the first 
Winter the heat was so slight oould scarcely 
keep warm; to do this ther had to close all doors 
and light the gas, put cotton and rubber moldings 
around windows, shut the blinds, and put a board 
over the ventilators; could not keep warm in cold 
weather when the ventilators were open. There 
was a great dea! of complaint all over the building 
of insufficient heat. In 1879 a letter was received 
by McDowell, superintendent of ithe  buliding, 
from Mr. H. G. Jacobs, of the architect's office, 
asking him to recommend Charlies P. Newton as 
superintendent of heating apparatus; Newton was 
then about 20 years old.Carpenters employed by the 
Government bad done work for Bartlett, Robbins & 
Co. in the beginning of their work: never knew of 
the same thing having been done before or since. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Totten—Supposed he 
was discharged as master mechanic because Mr. 
McDowell! thought he was cross and remy Mr, 
McDowell had called him a fraud; the fact that the 
windows 
through them might bave accounted for the build- 
ing being cold during the first Winter; McDowell 
bad toid bim that Mr. Jacobs had come there to 
secure his discharge, but he had no {!]-will toward 
Mr. Jacobs; didn*t know whether Bartlett. Rob- 
bins & Co. paid for the work done by the Govern- 
ment carpenters or not. 

On re-direct examination Mr. King explained 
that the reasor he was discharged was because he 
complained of the loose manner Major McDowell 
allowed work to be done around the building. 
Major McDowell had a machine in the building 
for the manufacture of sorghum or molasses, and a 
maa who was employed as a draugktman was kept 
busy nine-tenths of his time by Mr. McDowell. He 
might have become cross at the condition of 
affairs. 

Mr. Jacobs was called to the stand, and stated 
that he jad no recollection of having written the 
letter concerning Mr. Newton's appointment re- 
ferred to by Mr. King. He would not have written 
such a letter unless directed to do so by Mr. Hill, 
and he thought he would remember it if there was 
such a letter. To the best of his knowledge and 
belief he had not written the letter in question. 

Mr. Newton took the stand and testified that Mr. 
C. P. Newton was 22 yeara of age at the time of his 
employment at Chicago. 

Mr. Coleman announced that he had no more eyi- 
dence to submit to-day.

THE ART OF CONSTABLE, 
——— 
SOME OF HIS WORK EXHIBITED AT 


EDINBURGH MUSEUM. 
From the Scoteman, 

There will be opened to the public to-day at 
the Edinburgh Museum ot Science and Art an ex- 
hibition of paintings and drawings by John Con- 
stable, which, were it only for the name they bear, 
will be examined with interest by all lovers of art. 
The property of Mrs. Constable, the painter’s 
daughter-in-law, the collection has been for some 
time on view at South Kensington; it has been 
lent to our museum fora period of at least three 
months, and will subsequently, in all probability, 
be sent on to Glasgow. It embraces some 130 ex- 
amples—a considerable proportion of them studies 
or sketches—in oil, water-color, or black and 
white; and though not offering anything that can 
be regarded as important, illustrates in a 
pleasant and instructive way the work of 


a painter who has long been recognized 
as one of the most remarkable personali- 
ties in British art. In the life of Constable 
nothing is more remarkable than the originality 
which led him to adopt, and the steadfastness 
with which he adhered to, a mode of landscape 
painting but partially appreciated by his contem- 
poraries, yet pregnant with influences that have 
ever since been powerfully operative. A simple, 
home-keeping Englishman, he delighted in the 
homely sce ery of bis native Suffolk; and in the 
pleasure he derived from tbe survey of bosky lane, 
or red brick hamlet peeping from embowering 
greenery, the old mill with its rickety wooden 
wheel, or the canal with quaint lock and sluggish 
barges, found a motive of inspiring potency. With 
the traditional method of the older landscapists 
he had nosympathy. Ignoring the rules of com- 

sition which bal guided their practice, he 
vent his whole energies to the representation of 
pature as he saw and enjoyed her. It thus 
became his aim, beyond all else, to realize the 
juicy greenness of foliage and verdure, the sparkle 
of sunbeams upon dewy meadows, or the sudden 
brightness flashing out upon field and woodland 
after a Summer ehower, the play of light and 
shadow in cloudy skies, and, generally, the change- 
ful aspect of British landscape as dependent on 
every changing effectsof air and sunshine. It was 
these qualities in his work that, 60 years ago, on 
the exhibition in France of his ‘‘ Hay Wain” and 
“White Horse,” appeared to the painters of that 
country in the light of a new revelation, and gave 
a bent it has never since lost to French landscape 
painting. To these same qualities is it due that his 
unflinching naturalism ranks with the noble sim- 
plicity of Crome and the more selective realism of 
urner as among the most important factors in 
the development of the British school. In the 
present exhibition, if not perhaps seen in their 
fullest manifestation, they are, at all events, sig- 
nificantly ———— in various interesting phases. 

Among the oijl-pictures the visitor wil! find a sug- 
gestive key to the artist's individuality in a por- 
trait of him by R. Reinagle. In the handsome, 
thoughtful face that looks out upon us from this 
well-painted canvasit is easy to recognize the se- 
date, composed, every way well-ordered nature he 
had inherited, and which bore up with equinimity 
alike against personal hard fortune and profes- 
sional disappointment. Of Constable's own work 
as a portrait painter, an attractive example pre- 
sents itself in a group of his two sisters. One 
is in a red cloak, from beneath which there 
peeps a white dress; the other in biack oos- 
tume, with yellowish gloves. The flesh color- 
ing is fresh and pure; the expressions frankly 
life-like. To judge by the style, the ear- 
liest specimens of his landsoape painting to 
be found in the collection should be those repre- 
senting respectively the “ Flower Garden" and the 
**Kitchen Garden” of his father’s house. In either 
case the garden only oceupies the foreground of a 
stretch of gently undulating country, diversified 
with meadow and corn-field and trim cottages in- 
terspersed among the trees and hedgerows. As 
compared with the painter's later manner, the

"handling of both pictures looks rather bard and 


hidebound, yet everything is painted with a loving 
oaxre that bespeaks keen interest in the subject, 
while the former canvas more particularly displays 
fine feeling for the massing of foliage as seen un- 
cer level sunshine that casts long shadows athwart 
the fields. For a contrast to the somewhat formal 
manper of these charming little works, it is only 
necessary to turn to the broadly-touched original 
sketch for the well-known picture of “ The Valley 
Farm.” Here, as in the completed painting, is the 
stream with boat and figures in the foreground, 
and, beyond, the farm buildings overshadowed by 
stately trees; butin matters of detail, and more 
especially in the working out of the distance, the 
sketch has been widely aeparted from. What it 
most strikingly illustrates is the artist's apprecia-

effect, in which sun! ght is diffused through fleecy 
clouds. Among numerous studies of Hampstead 
Heath—whose scenery largely occupied Consta- 
ble’s pencil during the years he resided on 
its borders—tnere is a large view, in which, from 
a broken foreground, effectively handled as to 
its rough vegetation, its pools, and grazing don- 
keys. we look forth on a wide sweeping cham- 
paign, where sun gleams, striking down from 
a rift in the clouds, seem to irradiate the 
smoke of distant London. In another Hampstead 
subject the foreground meadow is painted with a 
broad suggestiveness that denotes the artist's en- 
jovment of its details of herbage and wild flower; 
and there are two small sketches which, slight aa 
they are, suffice to show his love for fresh green- 
ery and open air. Ina view of Weymouth Bay, 
which, from its comparative hardness of touch, 
one fancies to be an early work, there is conveyed 
atelling impression of space and atmosphere over 
sea and far-reqeding shore. Such is also the spe- 
cial attraction of a Brighton subject, a Hampstead 
siudy, which tells its story In broad, sweeping 
touches, and of “Salisbury from the Fields,” a 
pleasing expanse of varied landscape, with the 
cathedral set in mid-distance, and fine lights softly 
touching the distant downs. ‘“Corn-fields near 
Brightun,’’ wnere again, over a stretch of roliing 
downs, the sense of open-airiness {is admirably 
given, bas peculiar attractiveness in the buoyant 
movement of a sky full of voluminens clouds, 
The painter's preoccupation with cloud effect is 
displayed in several studies. Some are snatches of 
eloud-form rapidly dashed down; in others, varied 
aspects of the sky as seen over tree-tops or city 
street or open cemmon have been observed witha 
sure eye for aerial movement and the ceaseless 
play of light. A view of Salisbury, showing the 
cathedral in the midst of pleasant flelds, is exe- 
cuted in a dainty, almost pretty, manner: to which 
a notable foll is presented in the rough workman- 
ship, due more to the palette-knife than the brush, 
of a coast study, successful in expressing the ac- 
tion of waves. 

The water-color drawings are mostly sketchy in

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ARTHUR'S VISIT TO KANSAS 


A LONG JOURNEY A QUARTER OF 
A CENTURY AGO, --. 
WHAT HE SAW OF POLITICS, BUSINESS, AND 


ADVENTURE IN THE YOUNG TERRITORY. 

Correspondence of the Leavenworth (Kan.) Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Twenty-six years 
ago,in the early Summer of 1857, a young man of 
fine promise and modest ambition left the City of 
New-York on a prospecting tour through the West, 
with a view to investment and perhaps to a per- 
manent settlement in some inviting locality. This 
gentleman was then 27 vears of age. He had been 
nine years from college, where he had graduated 
at the early age of 18. He had been for some time 
engaged in the practices of the law in the City of 
New-York, with reasonable success. But the 
‘Great West’’ was then full of. promise, and the 
advantages offered by that section, which were 
persistently heralded, were not without their al- 
luremeuts toan ardent mind, eager for a success 
achieved more speedily than was then usual In the 
commercial and professional circles of the East. 
After the lapse of a little less than a quarter of a 
century that young man, whose life, except as to its 


climax, has not been fuller of vicissitudes than falls 
to the lot of many, became President of the United 
States. 

It has been mentioned in the press that the Pres- 
ident made a visit to Kansas in 1857, and also that 
he made some investments there, but it falls to 
your correspondent’s lot to be the first to give the 
full story of that adventure just as it was received 
from the adventurer himself. Lest there should 
be some doubt about it. let me say that every- 
thing said by the President on the occasion re- 
ferred to was taken duwn < a competent stenog- 
rapher, whose manuscript lies before me as I 
write. If I donot assume to give the narrator's 
precise language, in the order in which it was 
spoken, it is because the conversation was neces- 
sarily fragmentary and disjointed, as incidents of 
the journey would recur to his recollection out of 
their proper order in this narrative. The accuracy 
of every fact and statement, however, may be im- 

licitly relied upon, and often the President’s very 
anguage is chosen. The fidelity of the entire re- 
port is assured upon the highest sanction. 

As already stated, the future President vis- 
ited the West forthe double purpose of making 
investments and of establishing a permanent set- 
tlement if a fitting locality coald be selected. He 
was accompanied by Mr. Henry D. Gardiner, who 
afterward became his law partner, and who, some 
16 years since, entered upon that long journey that 
knows no returning footsteps. The travels of the 
two extended over some four months. Michigan 
was first visited en route to the more Westera 
Stetes. They stopped also in Wisconsin, visiting 
Milwaukee, Madison, Beloit, and Janesville. Then 
they went to Burlington and Keokuk, in Iowa, 
making quite a protracted stay in that State. They 
also spent some time in St. Louis, and afterward 
went to St. Joseph, Mo., where they remained 
abouta month. The President hasa distinct rec- 
ollection of the ‘* City Hotel’ at St. Joe, where 
they stopped, and of many of the men whom they 
met there. Among these were Atchison, who had 
been President of the United States Senate and 
acting Vice-President, Gen. Stringfeliow, and John 
Calhoun, all prominent leaders on the Pro-Slavery 
side in the Kansas controversy. Calhoun is better 
remembered in Kansas by the derisive prefix ‘‘ Can- 
dle Box" than by Sis proper name—a distinction 
accorded to him for his abortive effort to suppress, 
by the aid of a candle-box and a convenient wood- 
pile, the free State vote cast at a certain election. 
With these men and many others of similar views 
Mr. Arthur and his friend had frequent and pleas- 
ant conversations, and they afterward met some 
of them in Kansas. 

Continuing up the river, something of a stop was 
made at Omaha. Settlement had just commenced 
there, and the place wasavery small one. The 
hotel stopped at was atalater period called the 
Herndon House, in honor of the memory of Mr. 
Arthur's wife's father, Capt. William L. Herndon, 
United States Navy, who, with his ship, was lost at 
sea in September of that year, the news of which 
calamity was received orthe homeward journey. 
Omaha, though a small piace, they found to bea 
lively one, but not nearly so far advanced as Leav- 
enworth, whieh the President learns it has since 
considerably surpassed in population and commer- 
cial importance. He has visited Omaha since, and 
could hardly realize the vast changes that had 
taken piace. 

It should have béen stated in the proper connec- 
tion that the President retains a very agreeable 
recollection of 8t. Jo eph. He remembers itas a 
jarge and busy piace, and is not at all surprised at 
the degree of importance it has assumed. He 
reached Leavenworth at a time of great political 
excitement. There were, indeed, strong evidenees 
that the final triumph of the free State jcause 
could not long be delayed, but the leaders on the 
other side were not disposed to recognize the situ- 
ation or to submit without further struggie to such 
a result. The question of siavery or anti-slavery 
for the Fnathonwe | and future State was being every- 
where discu , usuaily with much heat, and fre- 
quently developing into violent and bloody en- 
counters. The political campaign which resulted 
in the election of Marous J. Parrott to Congress 
had just opened. The President was under the im- 
pression that Calhoun was the unsuccessful candl- 
date, but admitted his mistake when assured that 
the gentleman who enjoyed that distinction was 
named Ransom, and bore the formidable surname 
of * Epaphroaitus.”’ But Calhoun was very active 
in the canvass, and made many speeches. 

It need not be doubted on what side were the 
sympathies in that struggle of the eminent gentle- 
man who has since received the suffrages of the 
great Republican Party of the country. He had 
inherited strong anti-slavery convictions from a 
pious and resolute father, who had been a deligate 
to the Utica convention where an “ abolitionist” 
was mobbed. His father was a great friend of 
Gerritt Smith, the leading man of that faith in 
New-York, and as aboy he had seen the great 
philanthropist at his father’s house, and had car- 
ried into maturer life a warm admiration of his 
zeal and sincerity. Young Arthur himself had 
been early and prominently enlisted in the cause. 
Asa lawyer in New-York he Sad been counsel for 
the State in the celebrated Lemon slave case, 
which atthe time of the visit to Kansas was await- 
ing a deeision. The President recolleets Parrott 
very well and spoke with some enthusiasm of his 
ability and eloquence as an orator. Not particu- 
larly profound in argument, he had a wonderful 
command of graceful language, was a master of 
repartee, and, taken all in all, was a dangerous 
competitor on the stump. 

Soon after the arrival of Mr, Arthur and his 
friend in Leavenworth a big political meeting 
was held, which was addressed by speakers of both 
parties. The pro-slavery side was anny | repre- 
scented by talented and earnest young lawyers 
from the South, who affected broadcioth and 
high-heeled boots, and whose oratory was of the 
fervid order, imbued with devotion to the * Sunny 
South."’ At this meeting in Leavenworth the plat- 
form was projected from the windows of the office 
of the Planters’ House, where Mr. Arthur and his 
friend stopped, and Parrott and Calhoun were the 
principal speakers on the respective sides. The 
visitors, with other Eastern gentlemen, were 
escorted to the platform, aud, in the languace 
of the President, ‘participated somewhat 
in the proceedings.” After the meeting had 
been in progress some time, and while Par- 
rott was speaking, some one in the crowd below 
shouted: “ You're a liar!” There was a retort 
from the stand, and instantly a pistol was fired. 
The President estimates that in the course of 
three seconds 20 or 30 shots must have been fired, 
which had the effect to clear the platform rather 
precipitately, but apparently did no further dam- 
age than the wounding of one man slightly in the 
arm. The Eastern gentlemen naturally considered 
this rather a lively introduction to Kansas politics, 
but vour correspondent could hardly eather from 
the President's words or manner whether he was 
more surprised at the facility with which a row 
could be inaugurated or at the indifferent marks- 
manship which made ita resulis eo harmless. The 
President spoke feelingly of Parrott’s death, and 
was pained to learn that that event had been pre- 
ceded by the wreck of his intellectual faculties. 

Mr. Arthur remained in Leavenworth for some 
days, and, with his friend, purchased a good deal 
of property there. The President thinks they 
bought 200 or 800 lots in all, but he has no means 
at hand of establishing their identity or fixing their 
location. He thought at the time that the invest- 
ment could not fail to turn outa grand suceess. 
This was the period of “flush times” all through 
the West. Speculation, especially in real estate, 
ran wild. reat sales of property were being 
made, with a view to the building of new “ cities,” 
and the extension of the sites of such as already 
had an existenee. But there was no substantial 
basis for it all, and when the panic of that 
year struck the country the bottom fell out with 
a crash. Real estate was a drug in the mar- 
ket for years tocome. It follows that the Presl- 
dent and his friend did not amass fortunes from 
thelr Leavenworth investment. They took their 
titles home with them, and from time to time dis- 
posed of seme of the lots, many as presents to their 
friends, none of whom appear to have realized 
anything from them. The lots were undoubtedly 
in due time sold for taxes, and are now, perhaps, 
the sites of handsome dwellings or profitable busli- 
ness houses, 

From Leavenworth Mr. Arthur went to Law- 
rence by stage, and he remembers agreeably the 
excellent natural read upon which the stage ran 
through the Delaware Indian reservation and the 
picturesque country that bordered it. He was a 
tone less enthusiastic in describing the horrible 
ride to Weston, along the bluffs and aeross the 
Missouri bottom. The stage tipped over more than 
once, but the travelers, being on the outside, had 
timely notice of the catastrophe and managed to 
alight in a safe, though generally soft, place. Then 
there was the usual prying up of the vehicle with 
fence rails pat the long muddy walks in meroy to 
the struggling horses. 

At Lawrence Mr. arthur and his friend stopped 
at the American House, which was destroyed by 


the cut-throat Quantrellin his destructive raid of | 


1868. Here the President first met Gen. James H. 
Lane, better known to old Kansans, and still affec- 
tionately spoken of by them, as ‘‘Jim’’ or “Oid 
Jim” Lane. Lane introduced himself to the visit- 
ors, and the President recollects talking with him 
a great deal during the next two or three days 
Lane also introduced Sam Walker, known to 
and liked by every man of the old times a8 one of 
the sturdiest, truest, bravest, and most efficient 
friends of freedom that ever touched the Terri- 
tory. The President himself spoke of him almost 
In terms of endearment, styling him “the cele- 
brated Sheriff Walker,” and adding: ‘“( always 
liked Walker very much indeed.” In another con 
nection the President said: “I think that the man 
who most impressed me, of all thé men I met and 
talked with at that time, was Sam Walker.” 
From these gentlemen, Lane snd Walker. the 
President says he gained quite a clear idea of the 





political situation in the Lerritoryfas it exisited at 


that time. 
One morning Mr. Arthur started with his friend 


ta ride from Lawrenoe to Lecompton. along er near 


| 





the Kansas River. They were on horseback and it 
was a beautiful Summer morning in August. 
About half-way between Lawrence and Lecomp- 
ton they were overtaken by Laneand Walker, who 
were going upto Lecompton to attend to some 
business at the Land Office. Some of the mob at 
that place had threatened, or it was rumored they 
had threatened, to hang Lane if he ever came 
there. Butas he had important business to trans- 
act he thought he would risk it and go over with 
Walker and attend to it, thinking there was little 
or no real danger. While the party were discus- 
sing the chances of danger several mounted men 
approached, coming from the ajireetion of Le- 
compton, and seeing Lane they put their 
heads together and held quite an_ ani- 
mated talk among themselves. In fact, they 
seemed to be somewhat excited. After a few 
moments conversation they put spurs to their 
horses and returned toward Lecompton. Lane was 
confident that they had gone back to give notice 
of his coming, and was very anxious to ascertain 
if his party were all armed. When he learned that 
the strangers had no weapons whatever he was 
greatly amazed. Hecould understand how a man 
could come into the territory with one shirt, or 
none, but how he could be desperate enough to in- 
vade Kansas without a brace of revolvers passed 
his comprehension. Having an extra weapon 
Lane insisted on foisting it upon the future Presi- 
dent, who finally took it, with some amusement. if 
not apprehension, and thrust it into his belt, won- 
dering somewhat why he should so soon nave been 
transformed from a peaceful traveler into an 
armed adventurer. The President said he did not 
believe there was any danger, and Walker shared 
that opinion. Both thought that rumor and the 
newspapers, then few but virulent, had exagger- 
ated the gravity of the situation. 

Finally the little cavaleade rode into what the 
President called the ‘village’ of Lecompton, but 
which, in the swelling nomenclature of the times, 
was known asa “city.” Whether village or city, 
it consisted of a few seattered houses along a 
straggling street, at the end of which was situated 
the Land Office. As they rode along a laree crowd 
of boys, ranging from 12 to 16 — of age, fol- 
lowed yeiling: ‘*There goes Jim Lane? Let'shang 
him | with other bloodthirsty cries of that nature, 
but there was nothing at all of the serious charac- 
ter of a mob, and the party rode along without in- 
terruption to the Land Office. Sixty or seventy 
men stood around in front of the office, and seemed 
to be having a parley among themselves, but no 
one attacked Lane nor was violence threatened. 
Several friends came up, however, and had & whis- 
pered conversation with him, aod advised him not 
to stay there as he would certainly be attacked. 
Mr. Arthur advised him to remain, and Walker, 
though he said little, did not appear to appréhend 
danger. The President considerately remarked, in 
tnis connection, that Lane and his advisers were 
more competent than he was at that time to esti- 
mate the chances of danger, as their experience 
had neen greater and their knowledge of the char- 
acter of the opposition was more exact. The re- 
sult was that Lane receired back his pistol, much 
to its temporary custodian’s relief, and returned 
to Lawrence without transacting his business, 
Walker accompanying him. 4 

The President remembers one circumstance that 
probably induced Lane to go back, and that was 
that a man named Bailey had been killed the night 
before, and Lane attributed it to politics, the de- 
ceased himself having been an anti-slavery man. 
It turned out afterward that it was only the result 
of a drunken brawl), with which politics had noth- 
ing whatevertodo, The man had been stabbed, 
and the perpetrator of the crime had not at that 
time beenfound. Lane accepted the killing as an 
evidence that the town was not a favorable one to 
remain in, and he therefore took his leave at once. 

After Lane’s departure Mr. Arthur, accompanied 
by bis fellow-traveler, went to call on Gov. Robert 
J. Walker, with whom he was acquainted. He had 
been Secretary or the Treasury, and his daughter 
is now the wife of Attorney-General Brewster. 
Knowing the family well, Mr. Arthar could not but 
be impressed with the “ state” which the Governor 
maintained. This bit of description is literally the 
President’s own. 

* The building in which he lived was about one- 
third larger than the room in which we are sitting. 
(This room appeared to be 18 or 20 feet long by 10 
or 12 wide.j It was a story anda half house, with 
two rooms on the ground floor, and the ppeer haif- 
story contained a single apartment, with a small 
ante-room. The stairway was on the outside of 
the building, after the fashion of the South and 
South-west. The lower floor was used as the office 
of the Secretary of the Territory. We went upthe 
outside stairs and through the little ante-room in 
the rear of the buiiding. In one corner of this 
room lay an old saddie and in another a trunk or 
two. There wasa big pile of law bvuoks in still 
another corner, thrown down in the promiscuous 
manner of corn-sacks. There was no carpet on 
the floor. We passed through into the front room 
and there found the Governor sitting at a reund 
table covered with green baize. A few law books 
were onthe floor, and nothing else in the room 
except the chair upon which the Governor was sit- 
ting hard at work.” 

Asis well known, the position of Governor of 
Kansas wasa very important and trying one at 
that time, and the President, as bas been men- 
tioned, was much oe geen with the surroundings 
and associations, and naturally thought that they 
could not be very agreeable. 6 two gentlemen 
remained in conversation with the Governor for 
an hour or two and then went down to the hotel 
to dinner. 

A curious, and to the coming President rather a 
startling, incident occurred at the dinner-table. A 
man who had been sitting at Mr. Arthur's ieft, and 
who had been plying him with questions, was sud- 
denly dragged out by the Deputy Sheriff upon the 
charge of having killed Bailey on the previous 
night. Learning that his nelgqbor at the dinner- 
table was a lawyer, the accused, whose name is not 
remembered, insisted upon retaining him for the 
defense in the coming examination, which was to 
occur immediately. Exeuses and deciinations 
were of no avail; the man was very much deter- 
mined that the young lawyer from the East should 
remain and defend him. Finally, Mr. Arthur 
agreed to go with him before a magistrate, but 
upon arriving there succeeded In inducing him to 
employ other counsel. 

A still more amusing and impressive cireum- 
stance, which the President recalled with twink- 
ling he and an infectious laugh, was that the 
Sheriff bad in the room in which the magistrate 
satall the prisoners under his charge. The jail 
was so Insecure that he was obliged to take bis 
prisonets with him, and he had them all herded up 
in a corner like 80 many sheep! The President re- 
members a little red-headed fellow, apparently 
about 16 years old, who had been arrested for kill- 
ing his own cousin in a quarrel over a game of 
cards, There were some half-dozen other prison- 
ers, allerowded into the corner and surrounded 
witha kind of paling. The examination of the 
alleged murderer continued for a day or two, and 
the President believes he was finally discharged; 
but in the meantime he and his friend had returned 
to Lawrence. 

The President recollects visiting one or two oth- 
er places in the Territory, but cannot now recall 
the particulars. He did not go up to Topeka, then 
scarcely more than a mere settlement, as he was 
informed, but which he now knows to bea large 
and flourishing city. 

But for the panie of 1857 and its far-reaehing 
consequences, the President feels persuaded that 
he would have settled in the West. Summarizing 
the recollections of his memorable trip, the Presi- 
dent suggested that they were entirely novel and 
very exciting to him. The exoltement at the 
political meeting in Leavenworth and its sudden 
dispersal by the shooting; the sitting at the dinner- 
table in friendly conversation with a man dragged 
outafew moments later to answer a charge of 
murder committed the night before; the incidents 
of stage riding over roads botn excellent and 
execrabie; the ride to Lecompton and the peculiar 
experiences of the visit there—all these incidents, 
not unusual to people in a Western Territory, 
were entirely novel and somewhat exciting to a 
man reared in and fresh from the orderly society 
and finished civilization of New-York. 
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THE SEA-FISHING INDUSTRY, 
*rom the Liverpool Mercury. 

There is no necessity for refreshing one’s 
memory as to the need of further legislation on the 
sea-fishing industry. Sadder revelations of fiend- 
ish cruelty have never been made than those which 
recently came to light in ¢eonnection with the Ill- 
treatment and murder of fishing lads on board ves- 
sels of the Hull fishing fleet. It was the universal 
feeling that something must be done to curb the 
lawleasness which so largely prevailed. Valuable 
aid in this direction has been afforded by the com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of Trade to report 
on the sea-fishing boats; and it is with the object 


of giving effect to their recommendations that the 
Mercbant Shipping (Fishing-beats) bill bas been in- 
troduced into the House of Lords. It affects some 
95,000 men and boys; and at the rapid rate at 
which the trawler fishing industry 1s growing the 
number will soon be largely augmented. ‘The prin- 
cipal points deait with in the bill are apprentice- 
ships and agreements with young boys, discipline 
of the seamen employed, certifieates made com: 
pulsory on the masters, easy method of settling 
disputes between masters and seamen, and reports 
to be made on all casualties. It would appear that 
masters of the fishing crart have had considerable 
reason to complain of the boys. Since the pay- 
ment of wages act of 1880 was passed, the 
apprentices have been able to ¢ancel their 
indentures and evade their obligations to a 
very great extent by deserting or refusing to 
-_ their vessels, much loss and annoyance result- 
ng tothe owners. ‘he bill proposes that no boy 
shall be indentured before he is 18 years old, or 
foralonger period than seven years. In future 
the Mercantile Marine Superintendent or a Board 
of Trade officer must be a party to the indenture 
as a sort of guardian of the lad; and the selling of 
boys to the service for the sake of illegitimate 
profit Isto be made penal. One of the most im- 
purtant provisions is that by which power is given 
to Superintendents of the mercantile marine 
and officers of the Board of Trade to 
issue warrants for the arrest of seamen 
for the offenses of desertion, refusing to 
join, and disobedience to iawful commands. 
‘Another very desirable amendment of the law is 
the clause providing for a report of all deaths. in- 
juries, and casualties being sent to the Mercantile 
Marine Superintendent, with powers of inquiry. 
Many other matters affecting the well-being of all 
concerned are also comprised in the bill. Under 
the circumstances, there would not appear room 
or fair onance for obstructive opposition to the 
passing of a measure which lamentable experience 
declares imperatively necessary. Yet it is unfortu- 
nately the tact that, owing to the cold shoulder 
which the Marquis ef Salisbury and Viscount 
Cranbrook gave to the proposed scvond reading, 
Lord Sudeley, who has charge of the bill. felt com- 
pelied to postpone the second reading for a week, 
thus very seriously imperiling whatever chances 
the bill may have of passing into law this session.

‘A little after 6 o’elock Saturday nicht I was in 
my office, (in the old Summit House on Mount 
Washington.) and had just given directicns ta 
Darby about making ap a form, when all at once | 
felt a tremendous blow inthe back. I could not 
imagine at first what caused it, but instantly thera- 
after | sawa ball of fire as large as a man’s head 
directly in front of me, not three feet off. It ex- 
ploded with a tremendons noise, seemingly as loud 
as acannon, and then I knew what must hive 
happened. My left leg seemed to be completely 
paralyzed, and I fell to the floor. Three of my 
printers were In the room at the time, two sitting 
at the table near me and one standing up alittle 
further off. The latter had the skin on one hand 
torn up, another was bit in the back, and thetbira 
escaped without injury. At first I felt as though a 
ball had gone through my body, and that all below 
had been shot away. I wasstartled and confound- 
ed, but did not lose consciousness. The young 
man who could get out of the office ran to the ho- 
tel, the Summit House, and told what had hap- 
pened. Help came immediately, and I was re- 
moved tomy room in the hotel and undressed. 
Dr. Strong, a medical student of Harvard, 
took my case in charge, and treated me with 
great skill. In the course of two or thre¢ 
hours I could begin to move my leg a 
very little, This (Monday) morning I find 
myself ulte comfortable, though I can- 
not wal without a cane, and my leg 
pains me considerably. I can assure you 
that it was a narrow escape from instant death, 
and for one I do not care to go through another 
experience like it. As the storms are all, or most 
of them, below the summit, we have very little 
fear of being struck lightning. In fact, for 30 
years no one has been hurt or had such a narrow 
escape from death. It isan old saying that lieht- 
ning never strikes twice in the same place, and I 
am sure I do not care to have it. We were all the 
more surprised from the fact that anti] the bolt 
came in we had no idea of the presence of an elec- 
tricstorm. lt had begun to rain a littie, but there 
had been no flashes of lightning. It was as start- 
ling as it would have been to get a clap of thunder 
out of aclear sky. You have probably heard of 
the impression of a tree beine fonnd upon the bod- 
ies of those killed by lightning. The same thing 
was noticed upon my back, and, as there are no 
trees upon Mount Washington, it seems to me that 
the peculiar appearance must be the result of the 
blood settling in the smaller veins,”

OPENING THE CAMPAIGN. 


The Republican State Committee of Mas- 
sachusetts met yesterday and named Boston 
as the place and Sept. 19 as the time for 
holding the State Convention of the party. 
This is regarded as the formal opening of 
the campaign forthe redemption of the old 
Commonwealth from the rule of Butlerism. 
The auspices appear to be very favorable for 
the accomplishment of that result. The 
success with which Gen. BuTLER has forced 
the interest in Massachusetts politics to cen- 
tre upon himself is a remarkable phenom- 
enon. There are few intelligent people in 
that or any other State who honestly believe 
that the veteran intriguer possesses the qual- 
ities of a statesman, and still fewer who re- 
gard him as a man of upright purposes. He 
is known to have a certain shrewdness as a 
political schemer, and is generally believed 
to be quite unscrupulous in the means em- 
ployed for the attainment of his ends. But 
his chief characteristic, and the real source 
of such success as he has attained, is the 
daring impudence with which he pushes 
toward his object. Nothing has ever come 
to him as the result of public confidence, 
but what he wants he not only asks for but 
works for with an energy that is overwhelm- 
ing to weak minds. ~ 

But the success which he achieves is of a 
kind that does not last, and there are un- 
mistakable indications that the ascendency 
which he has acquired over the Democratic 
Party in Massachusetts is on the wane. 
His first important success in politics con- 
sisted in getting elected to Congress as a 
Republican from the district in which he 
lived. When he had run his course there 
he made his residence in another district, 
and succeeded in getting elected again, but 
though the district was strongly Republi- 
can, he was defeated for a re-election. For 
three successive years he sought the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor of the State, 
and was defeated in the convention every 
time. He then dallied with the Greenback- 
ers, the Probibitionists, and the labor re- 
formers, and strove with indifferent success 
to build up anindependent party. Through 
this transition he worked his way to an 
attack upon the Democratic Party, and suc- 
ceeded at first in capturing a part of it, and 
finally forced the entire organization to ac- 
cept him as a leader. 


It was under a peculiar combination of 
circumstances that he finally succeeded last 
year in making his way to the executive 
chair of the State. The Republican canvass 
was demoralized at the start by Senator 
Hoar’s defense of the river and harbor job- 
bery and the identification therewith of 
Congressman Crapo, who had been re- 
garded as the most conspicuous candidate 
for the nomination for Governor. One re- 
sult was the nomination of Mr. BisHop, a 
weak candidate, by a convention over which 
Senator Hoar presided, and the disappoint- 
ment of the friends of Crapo. There was 
no earnestness in the Republican canvass 
that followed. Many members of the party 
were in a dissatisfied state of mind and 
others were indifferent. BuTLeRr dashed 
into the contest as the candidate of the 
united Democracy with many professions 
of reform and the declaration of a determi- 
nation to give the administration of State 
affairs a thorough overhauling. The Demo- 
crats for the first time in many years saw 
a chance of success and worked with enthu- 
siasm for their interesting candidate. Many 
Republicans did not care if he were elected. 
Some of them voted for him haif in jest to 
see what he would do and others did not 
vote at all. As a result, BrsHopr was left 
nearly 14,000 votes behind at the election. 

The people of Massachusetts have found 
out what BurLer would do in the Govern- 
or’s chair, and the Republicans at least have 
had enough of him. His overhauling of 
Btate affairs has expended itself in words 
and in the scandal of the Tewksbury Alms- 
house investigation. The Governor has ex- 
hibited his vulgar effrontery and his sly dis- 
ingenuousness to the disgust of the intelli- 
gent people of the State. Even the Demo- 
crats appear to have grown distrustful of 
his permanent political value. Their com- 
mittee met some time ago with an idea of 
opening an early and aggressive campaign, 
but they gave it a second thought and de- 
ferred action. Thus far they have done 
nothing, and appear to be waiting and 
watching the tide of sentiment which is 


The Republicans, on the other hand, are 
united and hopeful again. The talk about 
candidates which has accompanied the 
meeting of the State Committee is favor- 
able to putting forward a strong and pro- 
gressive man who will command united 
support. Col. Copman, who has been se- 
lected by the committee, according to cus- 
tom, to preside at the convention, is in 
the front ranks of civil service reformers 
and opponents of Burixer and his methods. 
Congressman Rosrxson, who is most promi- 
nent among the possible candidates for the 
head of the State ticket, is able, upright, and 
progressive. There is every indication that 
the party is in a shape to put forth its full 
strength once more, and it is safe to predict 
that none of its votes will be again 
thrown away on Butter. He will 
probably run his full course as Governor 
in a single year. It is doubtful if the 
Democrats can get rid of renominating him 
if he insists upon it, but they have not votes 
enough to re-elect him if the Republicans 
are united and in earnest. The latter have 
on their side a strong sentiment of local 
pride, and will make the vindication of the 
good name of the State apart of their cause. 


* THE OUTCAST’S RAVINGS. 

Dorsky, the star route thief, is detested 
for his villainies and despised for his false- 
hoods by every honest man in the country. 
His impotent ravings are treated with 
the contempt they deserve by Republicans 
and Republican newspapers. But there are 
a few Democratic newspapers which are 
glad to harbor the vile fellow and print 
his fies. Hig* malignant and defamatory 
attacks upon the leaders of the party 
which he has disgraced are supposed to 
make good reading for Democrats. We are 
aware that the moral faculties are not very 
well developed in the average Democrat. 
For instance, those Democrats who, fulfill- 
ing a prediction made some months ago in 
THE Trues, have taken up the cry of ** turn 
the rascals out’’ are morally incapable of 
understanding that as they use this war- 
cry it means merely ‘‘turn out their rascals 
and putin ours.’’

This outcast has had something to say 
about THe Tries lately. He says that 
when the Republican National Committee 
in 1880 ordered a large number of copies 
of the New-York Weekly Tribune to be 
sent out as campaign documents, the 
proprietor of Tue Tries went to Mr. 
JEWELL and tried to have him “divide 
the patronage’ by giving THe Times 
a share. Thisisalie. But we should not 
take the trouble to deny anything this thief 
says merely for the sake of removing any 
false impression it might create, for nothing 
he can say creates any impression or feeling 
whatever save of disgust. We refer to the 
matter simply to show how such falsehoods 
expose themselves. Tae Trmzs is not well 
adapted to the use to which the 7ribune 
was putin that political canvass. It does 
the Republican Party an incalculable ser- 
vice by its every-day work. Through its 
regular and constantly increasing subscrip- 
tion list it does the cause of honest Repub- 
licanism more good in every campaign than 
a million gratuitous 7ridunes could do. But 
as a paid party organ we confess with pride 
that Tae Trmzs is practically worthless. It 
has a habit of scorching and branding bad 
Republicans which makes it very uncom- 
fortable reading for persons who look 
at politics from Dorsey’s point of 
view. Their idea of an organ is a 
newspaper that is silent about the rascals 
in its own party, but perpetually belabors 
the Democrats. As for THe Tres, it hates 
a Republican thief rather worse than a 
Democratic thief, because 1t believes that a 
man must be by nature a monstrous villain 
who becomes corrupt and steals, as Dorsey 
did, while in such honest company. 


No, Tae Times is no organ. It tells the 
truth, and a good deal of it. It prints all 
the news, and it believes in turning the ras- 
cals out, but it will not be the organ of any 
party, nor of thieves, big or little. nor of 
corporations ror of monopolists. 


THE WASTE PAPER TRADE. 


The complete history of the London syn- 
dicate’s absurd scheme to make something 
out of Confederate bonds has not been told. 
We have heard about the engagement of 
Lord Penzance, a banker, and two mem- 
bers of Parliament who are to pose before 
the public as Trustees. We have been told 
that the sum of £10,000 has been subscribed 
for ‘‘ preliminary expenses;’’ that one of 
the National Safe Deposit Company’s vaults 
has been selected to serve as a_store- 
house for the waste paper, and that 
the syndicate will undertake to black- 
mail the Southern States for a settlement 
of about twelve cents on a dollar; but from 
what source do the bonds come which are 
to be the syndicate’s stock in trade? It is 
said that bonds to the face value of $30,- 
000,000 have already been placed in the 
vault, and that the syndicate expects to get 
possession of many more millions. With 
$100,000,000 the promoters of the job will 
be ready to begin their work. Aperson who 
served as an officer of the Confederacy is of 
the opinion that not more than $400,000,000 
in these bonds are now in existence, and in- 
formation comes from the syndicate that the 
greater part of this amount is held in 
Europe. It is said that the members of the 
syndicate themselves are not heavily loaded 
with the stuff, and it is mysteriously inti- 
mated that ‘‘certain members of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy are largely interested.”’ But 
United States Senator Moraan, of Alabama, 
who had an intimate knowledge of the civil 
and military affairs of the Confederacy, says 
that he is not aware that the Confederate 
Government ever negotiated a dollar of 
bonds in any foreign country. It may be 
that Mr. MorGaAn is in error about this mat- 
ter, but the facts in regard to the specula- 
tions of the new syndicate are not seriously 
affected by the accuracy or inaccuracy of 
bis knowledge. 

There are thousands of persons in the 
United States who can give information to 
those who are curious about the source of 
the syndicate’s supply of Confederate paper. 
A year or two ago there was born a demand 
for Confederate bonds. Noone could tell 
why these bonds had so suddenly and unex- 
pectedly been endowed with life and 


been given a price in the market, 
brokers all over the ‘South announced that 
they would buy them. In Washington 
alone bonds to the face value of more 
than $30,000,000 were purchased. In 
Southern cities many millions more 
were exhumed from old trunks. and 
collections of waste paper and sold for a 
smallsum. The price was at first about $1 
for $1,000, but it gradually advanced until 
some purchases were made at the rate of $6 
for $1,000 face value. ‘These bonds were 
bought for a New-York agency upon an or- 
der from England, it was said, and they 
were shipped from one point to another, 
packed in wooden boxes like so much mer- 
chandise. The investment was such a 
foolish one that many persons were try- 
ing to discover the origin of the move- 
ment. At first it was said that $8,000,000 
belonging to the defunct Confederacy was 
still on deposit in the Bank of England, and 
that the bond buyers hoped to get hold of 
this sum. After this hypothesis had been 
rejected it was impossible to suggest any 
other that would acceunt for the invest- 
ment, but the bonds continued to have a 
market price and agents continued to buy 
them. At last the conclusion was generally 
reached that the movement was one of the 
curiosities of speculation, started by brokers 
who hoped to make a small profit before 
the bonds should fall to their normal condi- 
tion of utter worthlessness, 


There can be little doubt now as to the 
disposition of this collection of waste paper. 
It has gone across the ocean and has found 
its way into the vault of the Penzance syn- 
dicate. If bonds to the face value of $100,- 
000,000 were bought in this country by the 
syndicate’s agents—and it is said that this 
amount was reached—the investment 
was probably something less than $200,- 
000, for which the conductors of the 
scheme are willing to take $12,000,000. 
This is the statement made for the benefit of 
dupes who may be induced to contribute 
good money to be used in paying ‘‘ex- 
penses;’’ but the managers themselves must 
know, unless they are colossal blockheads, 
that they will never be able to get for these 
bonds anything beyond their value as old 
paper. ‘ 

The nature of the “‘ enterprise’’ is clearly 
shown by the attempt of its conductors to 
create an impression that the bonds which 
they hold are bonds for which Englishmen 
and ‘‘certain members of the aristocracy’’ 
paid goodly sums of hard money in the days 
when the armies of the Confederacy were 
still in the field. What a contemptible trick 
it is to palm off as the evidence of bona fide 
investments, made twenty years ago, a few 
boxes full of paper bought within two years 
in the streets of Washington and Richmond 
and Charleston at the rate of two mills for a 
dollar ! 

As for the ‘‘ legal,’’ or black-mailing, foun- 
dation of the ‘‘claim,’’ it deserves no atten- 
tion. Confederate bonds are absolutely 
worthless, except as curiosities or relics, and 
they always will be so. Under the law and’ 
the Constitution they can be worth no more 
as an obligation than so many pieces of 
white paper. The Southern States do, not 
stand in need of English money; it 
is the intelligent Englishman who is 


‘more than willing to invest his money 


in Southern and South-western lands 
and in Southern enterprises, and if they 
promise to be profitable no Penzance syn- 
dicate can discourage him. The facts con- 
cerning the source of the syndicate’s stock 
in trade conclusively show that English geese 
are again to be plucked, and it is probable 
that the geese will submit with complacency 
to the operation. 


B OSS PA RNEL L. 


Mr. PaRrNeELL has begun his career asthe 
avowed leader of a band of free companions 
in the House of Commons. On Sir Star- 
ForD Nortscote’s motion for an address 
to the Queen asking that she should not 
recognize the claim of the existing Suez 
Canal Company to a monopoly, a hostile 
amendment supported by Mr. GuapstonE 
prevailed by 282 to 1838, the Parnell party 
not voting. Had they voted, their votes 
would have made no difference in the re- 
sult, as it happened, but in a close division 
their votes would be decisive, and their votes 
seem to be absolutely in PARNELL’S keeping. 


Abstinence from voting, especially in 
such a question, is a very effectual way of 
serving notice upon both parties that the 
Irish vote is in the political; market, and 
that whichever party needs it the more 
must bid the higher for it. Of course, we 
do not mean in money. There is as yet 
no suspicion of that. But the party 
which is prepared to go furthest to- 
ward the redress of Irish grievances will 
get the Irish vote. The Irish members in 
effect declare that they have no opinions 
upon English politics or upon British poli- 
tics, or, as in this present case, upon impe- 
rial politics. Their sole interest is in Irish 
politics, and they will swap votes for or 
against any English or British or imperial 
measure for votes in behalf of ‘“‘ justice to 
Ireland.”’ : 

A weak point of this position, in theory, 
is that there is no measure of justice to Ire- 
land pending, and that Parliament has gone 
much further to conciliate Ireland than 
anybody can justify it in going upon any 
theory of the English Constitution. It has 
created a sort of feudal tenure of the Irish 
soil, and abolished freedom of contract in 
dealings with it. When the Irish are asked 
what more they want they cannot give a clear 
answer. They say they want “home rule,” 
but that may mean anything or nothing. If 
they would draw a practicable bill for 
the measure of local self-government that 
would content them, and then announce 
that they would vote for no measure except 
in return for votes for that bill, their present 
tactics would no doubt be the best they could 
adopt. But they are now in the position of 
merely making demonstrations of their 
strength without any object. 

But this is only a theoretical weakness. 
They enjoy the part of dog-in-the-manger, 
and their constituents are charmed to see 
them play it. In no other way could they 
worry their English colleagues so effectually, 
and in no other way could they worry them 
so securely. Unlike obstruction, their pres- 
ent course is strictly within Parliamentary 
lines, and they cennot by any stretch of the 
power of the majority be coerced out of it. 
They can sit in their places and see bill after 
bill fail of which their votes would have se- 


but | 


cured the passage, and when it is demanded 
of them why they do not vote they can an- 
swer, like the man in the Scriptures, that it 
is because no man hath hired them. 

Mr. PARNELL, in a word, is occupying in 
British politics the same position that is 
filled by Mr. Jonn KE ty in the politics of 
this City and State. He is an ‘‘honored 
leader,””’ a boss with a certain number 
of trusty henchmen. His members of 
Parliament, like Mr. Keuuy’s Alder- 
men and Assemblymen and _ Senators, 
will vote for anything and with 
anybody on good cause shown, and 
they will not vote with anybody who has 
not previously ‘‘seen the old man.’”’ Like 
Boss Key, Boss PARNELL is in the posi- 
tion of the middle boy at the exciting game 
of see-saw, who can depress or exalt the 
competitor at either end accordingly as he 
inclines his weight this way or that. What 
ever a statesman in this advantageous situa- 
tion wants for himself he is very likely to 
get, and Mr. Parneu is more of a power in 
British politics than he ever was before. 
What effect this virtual umpirage of British 
politics by a man who avowedly takes no 
interest in them except for ulterior ends of 
his own may have upon British political 
morals is an interesting question in a way to 
be answered if Boss Parnewu can hold his 
henchmen together as well as Boss Keniy 


has held his. 
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THE HUNTING OF THE HEIR. 


The enterprising Mr. Woir—if it be the 
same Mr. WoLr—who used to convulse the 
municipality annually with the claims of 
Messrs. ToneR and Demarest to constitute 
the Board of Assistant Aldermen of the City 
of New-York, has abandoned the highways 
of public duty for the shady paths of private 
profit. He is at present engaged in an 
able and arduous effort, not to swear TONER 
and Demarest, with the necessary implica- 
tion of Wor, upon the City Treasury, 
but to swear a certain female Indianian, 
with the same legal attachment, upon the 
Goelet estate, which is believed to be ade- 
quate to the supply of the few and simple 
wants of Wotr. Mr. Wor was rather 
belated in his efforts to restore this child 
to the arms of an affectionate parent, 
for he does not seem to have under- 
taken a hunt for the heiress of Peter 
GoELET until that millionaire’s heart was 
beyond being giaddened by the sight of his 
long-lost daughter. And upon presenting 
this child with the strawberry mark on her 
left arm, duly annexed and marked “‘ Exhibit 
A,”’ to her cousins, in default of her the 
heirs and the present possessors of the es- 
tate, WouF has been surprised and disgusted 
to remark that they have not fallen upon her 
neck, but have exhibited an inclination 
rather to fall upon the personal promonto- 
ries of Wo.r himself. Wotr’s faith in- 
human nature, which was a good deal 
shaken by the ingratitude with which his 
discovery of To and DEMAREST was 
received, must completely shattered 
by the chilling want of confidence 
with which the representatives of the GoELET 
family have, received, or rather have not re- 
ceived, the cousin and exclusive heiress to 
the estate of PzerzerR GOELET procured for 
them at great trouble and expense by the 
prowling Wo tr. 

The moral of this tale seems to be that 
millionaires cannot be too punctual in pro- 
viding themselves with authentic heirs, or, 
in default of them, in drawing wills which 
will offer no inducement to unauthen- 
tic and posthumous claimants. There 
are always legal Wolfs in cheap 
clothing looking for chances of  use- 
fulness in restoring heirs to families 
which have never missed them. And the 
legal Wolf is generally ready to assert undue 
influence or want of testamentary capacity 
for the purpose of securing, if not the full 
rights of his client, at least such a partial 
recognition of those rights as will enable 
his client in some degree to compensate the 
services of an able and devoted counsel. 
That enemy to his profession and friend to 
the human species, the Michigan lawyer who 
proposed that every testator might present 
his own will for probate during his life- 
time, and dare all mankind to come on and 
object or else forever thereafter hold their 
peace, has opened a way to promote the 
mental repose of millionaires. He has 
opened a way also greatly to discourage that 
attractive and exciting, but somewhat peril- 
ous sport, the hunting of the heir. 

ITALIAN VULCANOAS. 

Whatever may be said of volcanoes, it 
must be admitted that, like rattlesnakes, 
they give due warning to their victims. At 
any rate, this is true of the chivalrous vol- 
canoes of Italy, which never burst into 
eruption and overwhelm towns with lava 
and ashes without a series of preliminary 
earthquakes designed to warn people off the 
premises. Such was the eminently fair and 
considerate conduct of Vesuvius before the 
great eruption that buried Pompeii, and 
such is evidently the present conduct of 
Monte Epomeo on the Island of Ischia. 

For more than five hundred years Monte 
Epomeo has ranked among so-called extinct 
volcanoes. Similarly, Vesuvius was regarded 
by the Romans as extinct until the mountain 
suddenly woke up and destroyed all the 
towns within its reach. A line drawn from 
Monte Epomeo to Vesuvius and prolonged 
eastwardly would intersect another pro- 
fessedly extinct volcano, Monte Volture, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that the 
three are connected with the same subter- 
ranean forces, for the reason that neither 
Monte Epomeo nor Monte Volture has ever 
shown any activity except at the period 
when Vesuvius was very rarely active. 

Vesuvius is already in eruption, and now 
that Monte Epomeo is apparently about to 
join its more famous neighbor and to become 
once more the great escape valve of South- 
ern Italy, we may expect to see Ischia 
transformed into an uninhabitable heap of 
lava and ashes. The people of the island 
have, however, been sufficiently warned by 
the earthquakes of 1881 and 1883, and they 
will only have themselves to blame if they 
wait to be buried under the showers that 
the mountain will almost certainly send 
forth at an early day. 

As for Monte Volture, its turn will doubt- 
less come in time. At present its crater is 
covered with oak trees, among which thou- 
sands of pigs contentedly roam, cared for by 
the monks who have built a convent in the 
heart of the forest. When this mountain 
undertakes to resume business let us hope | 


that the good fathers and the wicked swine 
will withdraw in time and thus save the 
world the painful spectacle of an eruption 
filling the air with pork and piety instead of 
the usual insensate lava.

A WICKED ORDER. 


It is sad to see any man giving open aid 
and encouragement to immorality, but when 
a Cabinet officer makes use of his position 
to make war against the institution of mar- 
riage and to break up the families of his 
subordinates the human mind shudders 
with horror. 

Secretary CHANDLER’S recent order direct- 
ing naval officers attached to cruising war 
vessels to ‘‘ leave their families at their usual 
or fixed places of abode and not to attempt 
to transfer them to more convenient visiting 
points’’ may seem to the superficial observer 
an innocent and even praiseworthy order. 
It is ostensibly designed to remind naval 
officers that cruising is a duty rather than a 
pleasure and that they are expected to at- 
tend to their duty rather than to devote 
themselves to their families. A little re- 
flection, however, will show the true mean- 
ing of the order and expose in all its hide- 
ousness the atrocious purpose of the bold 
bad man who issued it. 

Among the officers just ordered to join 
& cruising war vessel is, let us say, Lieut. 
Smith. Mr. Smith has a wife of whom he 
is very properly extremely fond, and 
whose ‘‘usual or fixed place of sabode’’ 
is a boarding-house in Montevideo, 
Boston, Yokohama, Norfolk, San Fran- 
cisco, Philadelphia, and Washington. 
In the course of his cruise Lieut. Smith ex- 
pects to visit Portsmouth, New-York, Ha- 
vana, and Charleston. According to the 
new order Mrs. Smith must remain at her 
boarding-house in the miscellaneous towns 
first above mentioned, and if she visit Ports- 
mouth, Havana, New-York, or Charleston, 
her husband will be subject to severe pun- 
ishment. She can live in any boarding- 
house on the face of the earth except the 
boarding-houses of the four cities in ques- 
tion; but these she can enter only at the 
risk of her husband’s commission. 

There is nothing to prevent Lieut. Smith 
from visiting every man’s wife except his 
own, at whatever port he may enter during 
his cruise. How can we escape the con- 
viction that Secretary CHANDLER issued 
his recent order expressly to encourage 
naval officers to visit other men’s wives? 
Had his order read ‘“‘ officers attached to 
cruising vessels are required to visit other 
wives than their own,”’ its diabolical pur- 
port could not have been plainer. 
And while, on the one hand, the 
Secretary makes Mrs. Smith miserable 
by virtually ordering her hnsband to 
visit other women, he evidently hopes that, 
stimulated by jealousy, she will visit Ports- 
mouth, New-York, Havana, and Charleston 
in order to keep a watch over her husband. 
This will, of course, involve the dismissal 
from the service of Lieut. Smith for a viola- 
tion of the anti-marriage order, and he will 
thereupon regard his wife as the author of 
his professional ruin and repudiate her at 
once. 

A reat many ill-advised orders have 
from time to time been issued by various 
Cabinet officers, but in point of subtle and 
satanic wickedness Secretary CHANDLER’S 
recent order is unique. It simply proves 
what many of his political opponents have 
often suspected—that he is the wickedest 
man now living, and his order concerning 
naval officers’ wives is, on the whole, rather 
more atrocious than Herop’s celebrated 
general order regarding the infant small- 
boys of Judea. 


Mr. ABBEY seems to have been preparing 
for himself a bed, not exactly of roses, by engag- 
ing his orchestral players in Berlin. Itis reported 
that he has agreed to pay them $120 a month each, 
which is rather less than the competitive rate dur- 
ing a season of rival operas would be apt to be, 
and in addition to pay their passage to this coun- 
try. Now, the frugal German fiddler has no sort 
of objection to having his passage to America 
paid, and Mr. Asser would probably have no 
difficulty in recruiting 500 merchantable or- 
chestra players to come to America at his 
expense. His difficulties wonld probably begin 
with the arrival of his assisted emigrants on 
these shores. Their first step, after partaking of 
refreshments, would be to join the trades-union 
of musicians which already exists and flourishes 
in this City; their second to demand the rates of 
pay fixed by that association for their services, 
without the slightest reference to the terms of 
any contract to the contrary which they might 
have been induced in unguarded moments to 
sign, and their third, in case Mr. Asner refused 
to submit to their demana, to strike with 
all their musio in them. Then what remedy 
would the manager have? He might, of 
course, pursue every individual and irresponstble 
fladler to his lair, and secure judgment against 
him for breach of contract, but he could not satisfy 
the same bya levy on his fiddle-case. And an ap- 
plication to the courts that a mandamus might is- 
sue requiring the reluctant fiddlers to fiddle would 
not conduce to harmony. What would happen 
would be that Mr. Asser, having exhausted 
the terrors of the law in vain, or being too 
much hurried by his subsoribers and his 
rivals to have recourse to the terrors, would go 
into the musical market and pay the current rates 
for orchestral players, just as he would have had to 
do if he had not assisted the immigrants. His or- 
chestra would cost him exactly as much as if he 
had engaged them in New-York in the first place, 
plus the cost of their passage to this country and 
the vexation of epirit induced by taking this cir- 
cuitous route to his object.

War against the sparrows has broken out 
in Washineton. Major LyprcxeERr, one of the three 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia, desires 
to exterminate them, and the well-known ornithol- 
ogist, Prof. Exuiorr Coves, who is convinced that 
these little birds are a nuisance, has undertaken to 
show him how the work of extermination can be 
successfully carried on. He advises, first, that a 
part of the game law that forbids the killing of

fifth, that it shall be the duty of those who 
care for the public streets and parks to destroy 
sparrows’ nests, young sparrows, and sparrows’ 
eggs. Prof. Cours believes that if the Commis- 
sioner shall adopt these suggestions he will win 
the lasting gratitude of the citizens of Washing- 
ton. The sparrow is,in his opinion, a nuisance 
that should be abated, and he says that he does not 
know of ‘asingle ornithologist, entomologist, or

161,289 hogsheads of tobacco were sold 
in the “ breaks’ here. During the 10 years ending 
in 1881 the number had increased to 571,949 hogs- 
heads. A great deal of it is purchased directly for 
European narkete, but much of it is manufactured 
here. The district manufactures 20,000,000 gallons 
of whisky per year, stands tenth in the list of 
Clearing-house cities, and ninth in importance as 
a Federal collection district. It manufactures 
more leather than any other city in America. The 
whisky is a characteristic factor of its develop- 
ment, yet there has been no special at- 
tempt to illustrate its manufacture practically. 
It isin its tobacco and leather industries that it 
really excels, ond the very interesting and valuable 
processes of manufacture might have served, if 
they had been properly exhibited, to attract the 
world’s attention to many curious facts in regard 
to these products which would have associated 
Louisville with their production in a manner de- 
served by her superiority. 

A fair criticism of the management is that it has 
wandered somewhat aimlessly from its orizinal 
design. When the exhibition was proposed last 
Winter it was intended to comprehend a definite 
ard complete exposition of the industries of the 
State of Kentucky and of the South. Instead of 
this there is a great deal of the museum in iis 
make-up. The freaks of nature are really crowd- 
ing the moral and instructive menagerie to the 
wall. The art department, which was an after- 
thought, will be the most successful branch of the 
exposition. It will comprise the most valuable 


collection of paintings and curios ever seen in the 
West or South. But this wil! not be ready for two 
weeks and need not be discussed. 

The situation of the exposition building is ad- 
mirable, and the stranger who is drawn thither by 
curiosity will have glimpses of the most attractive 
quarter of one of the most beautiful cities in the 
country. Louisville faces the Ohio River on the 
north just at the falls, now spanned by an iron rail- 
way bridge. Fourth-avenue, the fashionable 
promenade, shop thoroughfare, and residence 
street, divides the city north and south. Tne a 
They 
are generally small, and unpretentious, the shops 
being numerous and independent, with here 
and there a magazine. The shops line the street 
for a distance of five squares from the river. In 
the Autumn, Winter, and Spring this is the prome- 
nade on Saturday afternoon, when all the wom- 
en in the city seem to ‘turn out for what 
is locally known as “the parade.” ‘* Prome- 
nade” expresses the idea more 

There are few carriages to be seen on such an 
occasion. All are on foot and on the sidewalks is 
a crush of women. They are very handsome asa 
rule, measured by that healthy standard of abun- 
dant muscle, plumpness, and a clear complexion. 
The Kentucky woman lacks that lithe graee of the 
Northern or Southern woman. She is usuallya 
comfortable body who lasts well, and it is not un- 
usual to see mother and daughter looking like sis- 
ters. Her tribute at home is deference cheerfully 
paid. On Saturday afternoon it is not usual for 
men to intrude upon the promenade, except on 
business. 

Where the shop quarter ends there is a springing 
up of residences which then line the avenue for a 
distance of a mile and a half to the exposition 
grounds, which are quite at the end of the street. 
This quarter is characteristic and attractive. The 
residences are costly, spacious, and tasteful in 
architecture—the lightest forms of modern ccom- 
posite designs being most popular, with here and 
there a Queen Anne cottage and the incom- 
ing Eastlake. The street. which is 60 feet 
in width from curb ;to curb, is shaded with 
handsome full-foliaged m4ples and sycamores, 
while the aisagreeabie ailantus is now and 
then seen. Every house is surrounded by spacious 
grounds. A houee without bal! an acre or an acre 
of lawn or garden is considered a pent-up Utica. 
The yards, all carpeted with vivid green, orna- 
mented with flowers, and with here and there the 
spreading magnolia with its fragrant blossoms, give 
the street a very rustic and yet aristocratic 
appearance. The residences are prineipally of 
stone, palaces in size and in richness of 
furnishing. It is commonly said in Louis- 
ville that a business man who is worth

This mania for display in “establishments” and | 


the accompanying result of retarding business en- 
terprise grew vuut of the reign of the tobacco 
Barons, who flourished for many years and 
lived in princely style. while the poor men 
were kept poor. Before railroads brought 
markets to tne door of the producer the 
Barons kept them in serfdom. ruling 
prices, and insisting upon so strict an enforcement 
of the sample standard that the tobacco raiser 
merely kept himself alive. The old princely ideas 
tounded on slavery and the tobacco ring pitched so- 
cia! life in a very high key, and the pitch has never 
been entirely lowered. Notwithstanding all this, 
Louisville has been growing on a natural and stable 
basis since the war, and the city is dotted with cot- 
tages owned by the mechanic and poor man. In 
every respect it is the most inviting residence city 
in the West or South. 

Fourth-avenue presents more of the characteris- 
ties apparent upon the surface in Louisville than 
any other street, and the most hurried visitor will 
thus pierce the heart of the city on his way to the 
Expositien Building. 

The important question of public comfort is 
answered very satisfactorily for visitors. The 
former Loulaville Exposition Building, a large brick 
structure at the corner of Fourth-avenue and 
Chestnut-street, which was recently purchased by 
the Government as a site for the new Custom- 
house, has been leased for the Autumn to 
responsible ersons, and has been rapidly 
converted nto a comfortable and well- 
equipped hotel, capable of receiving 2,500 guests 
daily and taking care of them all, The first-class 
hotels of the city—six in number—can accommo- 
date as m&kny more. Added to these the small 
botels and the innumerable private establishments 
that have been registered to receive transient 
guests, the result will show a capacity for comfor- 
tably lodging 15,000 or 20.000 people daily. The 
cities of Jeffersonville and New-Albany, across the 
river, are not included in this estimate. The 
hotel rates are reasonable and there is as yet no 
indication of any intention to fleece the stranger. 
The regular rates only will be charged at all 
hotels, and the competition among the smaller 
places will keepthe shark at bay. The resident 
boarders at the hotels seem to be the only persons 
likely to suffer. In several instances they have 
been notified that during the Exposition they 
would be charged transient rates. This has caused 
a great deal of localcomplaint. _

MYSTERIES OF THE NIAGARA RAPIDS AND 
WHIRLPOOLS—HOW TWO VENTURESOME

IN NORTHERN TEXAS—OUTLOOK 

FOR WHEAT AND CORN. 

Sr. Louis, July 81.—The correspondent of 
the Agricultaral Department tor Northern Texas 
reports early planted cotton well fruited, with 
faces now blooming near the top, but needing rain. 
Should rain not fall within a few days the plant 
will stop growing, and should this happen rain 
would be of little benefit, as the second growth 
would come too late for the plant to mature. The 


later-planted cotton is doing finely. The crop is 
from 10 to 15 days late, and there is from 10 to 15 
per cent. less acreage. No bOdll-worm has yet ap- 
peared. 

The crop of wheat is a good average one, both 
in quantity and in quality. Corn has been injured 
somewhat by drought. The early planted isa fair 
crop, but the late planted, it is believed, will be cut 
off one-half, still there will be plenty to supply all 
home demands, 


Troy, July 31. —In Washington County the 
farmers have about finished haying. Rye is being 
harvested. The hay crop is the best known for a 
number of years. ‘The rye crop is about the aver- 
age. The oat crop is good and is nearly fit for the 
reaper. Flax is good, but liltie was raised in com- 
parison with former years. Corn is doing well and 
promises a fair yield. Potatoes are damaged to 
some extent by bugs.

Prominent medical men, among them a | 


number resident in this city, have investigated 
what at first was considered merely a sensational 
rumor, and have discovered and noted with con- 
cern that leprosy has gained a foothold in the 
north-western portion of the State, where the 
Norwegian element preponderates, and that its 
eradication will require much effort. As far as 
has been ascertained, the loathsome disease has 
confined its ravages among the Norwegian inhab- 


itants, but its rapid spread has been viewed with 
much alamn. A prominent physician of Milwaukee 
said yesterday: ** As has been well known forsome 
time, there exists among the Norwegian popula- 
tion of the State a large number of cases of lepro- 
sy. Insearching the records of the State Board of 
Healtb I cannot find that any effort has as yet been 
made to stop its spread. or limitits introduction. 
At the present time there are four leprous centres. 
in the United States, namely. Eastern Minnesota 
and North-western Wisconsin, among Norwegians; 
California, among the Chinese, Louisiana, and 
among the Indians of the North-west. That the 
disease is spreading among us, and that, too, with: 
comparative rapidity, cannot for a moment be 
doubted, andit would seem that the time has 
come fer legisiation and national action to prevent: 
its further introduction and further spread.”

A PETTY DEMOCRATIC SCHEME. 


that which was pronounced in advance to be im- 
possible by all who had any knowledge of the sit- 
uation. In fact, nobody had any faith that the at- 
tempt would really be made. Public notice was 
given through the press for weeks in advance, but 
nobody “ took any stock” in it; with two or three 
exceptions none of the papers thonght it worth 
while to have a representative on the ground, and 
the two or three exceptions did not expect that 
anything worth reporting would happen. 

The particulars of the finding of the body of the 
unfortunate man have reached your correspondent, 
and being out of reach of the telegraph, he can at 
least state those particulars more in detail than 
the telegraph will bring them. The body was 
found abont 10 o’clock on the morning of July 28 
by Dick Turner, a poor stone mason living here at 
Youngstown. He was not searching for the body, 
and had not heard of the reward of $100 offered 
forit. He was crossing the river in a small boat 
about one and a half miles north, or down stream, 
from Lewiston, when he discovered the body only 
a few rods out from the American shore, floating 
down with the current. He made fast to it 
and towed it up to Lewiston, where it was 
quickly recognized by some who had seer the 
Captain just before his fatal attempt. Turner 
was rowingup quite near the shore to avoid the 
swift current which runs further out, It will nat- 
urally appear strange to those unacquain‘ed with 
the Niagara that a body passing through and out 
of the whirlpool and down the lower rapids to the 
wide water at Lewiston should not be kept in mid- 
stream by the simple force of the current. The 
explanation is found in the fact that just above 


Lewiston there is a series of lesser whirlpools, 
known as the “ Bollers,”’ reaching which the body 
would be tossed to and fro and carried up as well 
as down stream for a time, and it probably escaped 
from them near the American shore, and 80 passed 
down on the same side.. 

In speaking of his discovery, Turner said: 
“The body came floating along about a mile 
and a half this side of Lewiston, face down, and 
t as though swimming.” 
** Was the face much disfigured ?”’ the correspond- 
ent asked. ‘*The fact is,” he replied, ‘I did not 
see the face. I took it up to Lewiston, to the 
boat-house just above the hotel on the bank, and 
got help to getit out. Some of them wanted to

and I had it.put round the ankles.’ Speaking of 
the bruises on the body, he said that he did not 
notice them till after it was laid out at the boat- 
house, and he thoucht they were made in getting 
it out of the water. Turner, never having seen 
Capt. Webb, did not pretend to identify the re- 
mains, .but he said that they were viewed 
by more than 500 persons during the after- 
noon, some of whom came down from the 
falls and positively identified tne boév as that 
ot Capt. Webb. One man in particular pointed to 
a tattooed figure on one of the wrists, which, he 
said, the Captain had shown bim shortly before he 
began his laet swim. The breech-cloth was still 
around the loins, and the body appears to have 
suffered little by the rude force of the water, ex- 
cept in bloating. It was found a little less than 
four days after it entered the whirlpool. This is 
an unusual circumstance, as bodies passing into 
that dreadful vortex are often carried around 
there fora whole week before peing discharged 
into the rapids below. It may be added that it is 
almost a matter of course that persons drowned in 
this riverare found sooner or later. Occasionally 
a body passes eut into the lake before it is discov- 
ered, but during the whole day the water from 
Lewiston down, and especially at and just above 
the mouth of the river, is dotted with small boats. 
People are crossing from Niagara to Youngstown 
and Fort Niagara every hour of the day, and pleas- 
ure parties are rowing up and down throughout 
the day and farinto the night. The discovery of 
this body was, therefore, fuliy expected here. The 
only comment made upon it fs that it was found 
much sooner than any one could have expected it 
would be. 

A striking illustration of the snifting nature of 
the currents of the Niagara River above and at 
Lewiston haa oceurred contemporaneously with 
the melanchely case of Capt. Webb, and the story 
will be read with interest in connection with that 
of his death and the recovery of his body. On 
Monday, July 23, rather more than 24 hours 
before Capt. Webb dived from McCioy’s boat 
above the Suspension Bridge, four ‘l'uscarora 
Indians clambered along the rough and precipi- 
tous bauk on the American side toa point called 
“ The Rocks,”’ two and one-half miles above Lew- 
iston and about midway between that place and 
the Suspension Bridge. The river there is a nar- 
row and foaming torrent; less frightful, it is true, 
than the Whirlpool Rapids, but surficiently danger- 
ous, one would suppose, to deter any human bein 
from entering it. Yét, as Taz Trmxgs’s correspond- 
ent is informed by a fisherman who is familiar 
with the place, it is in the few yards of swift, 
unbroken water next the shore at this point that 
the [Indians have long been accustomed to bathe, 
and it is their favorite place for learning 
their boys to swim. On the oecasion re- 
ferred to two of the Indians went a little 
higher up to spear fish, and the other two, Oliver 
Miller and Webster Smith, went in bathing.

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—Notice of a gen- 
eral advance of 10 cents per ton in tne tolls on coal 
shipped both by rail and canal was given to-day 
by the Philadelpbia and Reading Railroad Com- 
pany, to take effect Aug. 1. The new circulars an- 
nouncing the line and city and harbor prices of 
coal were issued this afternoon by the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron Company.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

A HEARTY OLD MAN. 
eaPT. JOHN ERICSSON ENJOYS HI8 EIGHTI- 
ETH BIRTHDAY. 

At No. 36 Beach-street, an old-fashioned 
house in what was once a fashionable neighbor- 
hood, Capt. John Ericsson, the veteran engineer, 
yesterday celebrated his eightieth birthday by do- 
ing bis usua] amount of work and doing it with his 
accustomed energy. He arose at 7 o’clock and 
took bis customary breakfast of eggs, bread, and 
ice water. Between the hour of rising and break- 
fast he indulzed in gymnastic exercises. Then 
be went up stairs and engaged himself in his 
work until late in the afternoon, when a dinner 
was served. Then onme more work. At 10 
o'clock Capt. Ericsson took a walk for an hour or 
so and the day ended. The same programme has 
been carried out every day for the past 10 years. 
Indeed; it is not absolutely certain that he was 
pware of the fact that ic was his eightieth birth- 
day until congratulatory telegrams arrived, as no 
one in the house made any reference to it, know- 
ing from past experience that such reference would 
not be wise. Very few callers arrived, as all his 
friends knew that he would not receive their con- 
gratulations. Of those that cailed no one was 
received by Capt. Ericsson but Mr. C. H. Dela- 
mater, of the Delamater Iron-works, whose 
iuterview with the famous engineer was entirely 
of a business nature. Callers were received in 
the parlor, which is filled with models of scientific 
instruments. The blows of Capt. Ericsson's ham- 
mer could be heard from up stairs, while through 
the back window a view could be caught of his 
solar motor, his latest work. The sun's rays are | 
caught upon two immense fans and thence carried 
toa reeeiver in which water is converted into 
steam by their powerful beat, running a small 
engine. The sun motor is designed forthe purpose

THEY DENY THAT THEY EAT RATS—CHUNG 
KEK THREATENS A SLANDER BUIT. 

Do the Chinese eat rats? This bas always 
been a mooted question. Geographies contain the 
assertion that they do, and an old wood-cut of a 
Chinaman peddling rodents, strung by the tails to 
arack which he carried over his shoulders, is a 
standard illustration of the common school at- 
lases of 10 yearsago. A large portion of the com- 
munity believe implicitly that Chinamen love 
rats as Western people love poultry, and the 
small boy from time to time gives expres- 
sion to the faith that is in bim by occasionally 
shying one of the small deer into the shop of a 
patient laundryman. The Chinese have always 
indignantly denied the charge, and now that it has 
been repeated by Dr. Charles Kaemmerer, of No. 


20 East Thirteenth-street, they are filled with wrath 
toward him. The statement made by Dr. Kaemmer- 
eris that Chinamen living at No. 5 Mott-street have 
killed and cooked rats and cats in the yard, and 
have disposed of the offal by throwing it into the 
yard of No. 199 Worth-street. Little groups of 
Celestials were gathered together in Pell and Mott 
streets yesterday, excitedly discussing the charge, 
and it was the all-abserbing topic of conversation 
in the Chinese restaurants, grocery stores, and 
opium joints.

He 
isa sbort and slender Mongolian, has a very in- 
telligent face, and dresses neatly.

He is the 
bead of the Wong family in America, and his gro- 
cery store is their head-quarters. The visiting 
Wongs, according to the Mongolian custom, are 
welcome to make his home tiveirs as long as they 
care about doing so, and some of the family 
have been abusing this hospitality fer the past three 
or four years without wearing out their welcome.

FIRE UNDERWRITERS AT WORK. 

The Board of Fire Underwriters met yester- 
day and received the final reports of the sub-cum- 
mittees on the dry goods district. The allowance 
of 5 cents on the $100 for buildings equipped with 
an automatic fire-alarm was increased to 10 cents. 


Occupants of buildings not so equipped will be 
allowed 5cents on the $100if their own premises 
are furnished with an alarm. An allowance of 214 
per cent. will be made on buildings equipped with 
an automatic sprinkler in the basement. The de- 
vice is one by which a pipe of fusible material 
melts when subjected to acertain beat. Firemen 
are enabled to couple on hose and direct a stream 
to the point indicated by the melted pive. The ob- 
ject is to guard against basement fires. The fol- 
lowing resolution was offered by Mr. Hope, of the 
Continental Insurance Company, and adopted: 

Resolved, That this board recognize with gratifica- 
tion the interest manifested by the occupants of the 
dry goods district and by their able committee of 
15 in the desire and effort to diminish the bazard of 
agreat conflagration in that district by the improve- 
ment of the buildings tnerein, by the introduction of 
additional sateguards, and in securing an abundant 
supply of water at an ample pressure for fire pur- 
poses; that itis the duty of underwriters to induce 
and encourage efforts to reduce the hazards in that 
Oistrict, and to make such discrimination in charges 
for insuring as willamply justify the cost of ell im- 
provements, and that in case of improvements which 
are made under the encouragement of specific deduc- 
tions from insurance charges, but which improve- 
ments shall from any cause be found of less value 
than was anticipated, it is the duty of insurance com- 
panies to continue. as heretofore, to make such de- 
ductions from insurance charges, at least until the 
Tull costs of the improvements are paid for by the 
amount of such reduced charges. 

The following resolution was also adopted: 

Resolved, That this board emphatically protests 
against the action of the Board of Examiners in al- 
lowing buildings designed for mercantile and for 
manufacturing purposes to be erected without requl 
ing that fire-provuf shutters be placea on all sideso 
such buildings, as js demanded by the fire laws in re- 
lation to such buildings.

WHO IS MRS. MEYERS? 
HER ASSERTION THAT SHE IS PETER GOE- 
LET’S DAUGHTER DENIED. 

The dispatch published in THe Trimzs of 
Monday stating that a claimant of the esta‘e of the 
late Peter Goelet bad been found in Indiana in the 
person of a Mrs. George Meyers, of Park County, 
who alleges that she is the daughter of the de- 
ceased millionaire, has attracted a great dea! of at- 
tention among the friends and acquaintances of 
Robert and Ogden Goelet, the principal heirs of 
their uncle, who is supposed to have died a 
bachelor. Wilson S. Wolf, the lawyer who is 
mentioned in the dispatch as having (investigated 
the claims of Mrs. Meyers and assured himself of 
their genuineness, was seen by a Times reporter 
at his home in this City immediately after his re- 
turn on Monday evening from Indiana, where he 
has been engaged for several weeks in securing 
evidence to be used in the case, The lawyer ex- 
pressed surprise that the matter had got inte the 
papers, but said that the story was true and that 
he had secured evidence proving Mrs. Meyers to 


be the daughterfof Peter Goelet. What that evi- 
cence was and how it was obtained Mr. Wolf sald 
he could not divulge at present, since further in- 
vestigations were now being prosecuted. He 
promised, however, to present a remarkable story 
very soon. 

Ogden Goelet is at present in Europe,and his broth- 
er Robert was in Newport during Monday. The 
office of the latterin Broadway was impregnable 
to seekers after information on the subject, and 
the austere brunette young man and the haughty 
blonde young man in attendance preserved a dis- 
creet and significant ignurance of everything per- 
taining to the Goelet estate. Theodore De Witt, 
of the firm of De Witt, Lockman & De Witt, the at- 
torneys of the Goelet estate, was seen the same 
afternoon by the reporter. He declared that the 
story was a pure fabrication, a ‘‘mess of non- 
sense.”’

QUESTIONS IN REGARD TO DUTIES, 
The commission appointed by Secretary 
Folger to consider the matter of duties on mer- 
chandise wrappings resumed its session at the Ap- 
praiser’s office in this City yesterday. The mem- 
bers of the commission are said to hold widely 


different views as to what elass of wrappings 
should be admitted free of duty and what shouid 
not. Under the new tariff act Collector Robert- 
sou has ruled that all boxes, cases, sacks, or en- 
velopes which are necessary for the safe trauspor- 
tation of imported goods shal] be admitted free of 
duty. All boxegor envelopes which form part of 
the merchandise itself, and which contribute to the 
salable value of the goods are made to pay duty. 
The members of the commission seem to find it 
difficult to agree upon any distinct rule that may 
be applied in this feature of the tariff law. The 
variety of goods which are imported in fancy boxes 
or wrappings is yery great, and the discussions at 
the sessions of the commissions must necessarily 
take a wide range. Some of the members, for in- 
stanee, hold that the fancy boxes which contain 
banakerchiefs, gloves, and fans are part of the 
merchandise, and should be appraised for duties, 
while other members urge that nothing but the ac- 
tual goods should be taxed, no matter how elabor- 
ate or expensive the wrappings may be. One 
Commissioner even goes so far as to maintain that 
the tin boxes in whieh boot and shoe blacking is 
put up do not constitute any part of the blacking, 
and therefore shovld be admitted free of duty 
upon the theory that they are necessary to the 
safe transportation of the blacking. A lot of 
French blacking was recently imported at this 
port where the value of the blacking was 900f. and 
the value of the tin boxes 1,200f.
